M any brutal anti-gay assaults and 
murders have occurred since the 
LGBT community rallied against 
the 1998 murder of Matthew Shepard, 
but none have quite duplicated the na¬ 
tionwide outrage necessary for a move¬ 
ment. You can help to change that and 
honor a young slain hero at a San Fran¬ 
cisco march to be held this Saturday, 
August 25 in the Castro. 

Fred Martinez Jr., a 16-year-old 
Native American called “openly gay” 
"by the national media ahti “trariSgen- 
der” and “two-spirit” by friends, was 
found bludgeoned to death near his 
home in Cortez, Colorado on June 2. 
Police arrested 18-year-old Shaun 
Murphy in New Mexico who alleged¬ 
ly bragged to friends that he had “beat 
up a fag.” A new twist in the case came 
after it was revealed in the August 28 
edition of the Advocate magazine that 
Murphy’s mother, Angel Tacoronte, 
acknowledged that she herself is a les¬ 
bian. Tacoronte told the magazine 
that she taught tolerance in her home 
and that she supports her son. 

Martinez’s mother Pauline 
Mitchell, who has since been outspo¬ 
ken against senseless hate violence, will 
be flying into San Francisco for the 
march thanks to fundraising by orga¬ 
nizers. Also expected is Gabby Clayton, 
mother of hate crime victim Bill Clay¬ 
ton, from the Parents, Friends, and 
Families of Lesbians and Gays chapter 
in Olympia, Washington.

W hen Kevin Begoon 
woke up to a tap 
on his head early 
Tuesday morning, 

August 14, he thought he 
was still dreaming. 

He said he realized later 
that the tap was a 20-pound 
plaster statue being 
smashed over his right eye 
by a young man named 
Adam Ezerski whom he had 
met three days earlier. As he 
was jolted awake and began 
to open his eyes, he said Ezerski started to 
choke him. 

After alerting the gay community last 
week and launching a manhunt, the FBI and 
police arrested Ezerski and another man, 
Troy Young, last Fri¬ 
day, August 17 at a 
hotel-casino in 
Reno, Nevada. 

This week, Be¬ 
goon, 43, recalled 
his initial reaction 
was disbelief that 
Ezerski was trying 
to hurt him. 

“So many things 
rolled into my mind 
at that time,” Be- 
goon told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Is this person trying to have 
sex with me? Is this a dream? 

“As the choking was becoming more in¬ 
tense, I was becoming more aware. He had

both hands around me. His 
thumbs were below my 
Adam’s apple. He had them 
all the way through. At this 
point, my air supply was to¬ 
tally cut off. I looked up at 
him and it was just like 
looking at this crazed per¬ 
son, a wild animal. It 
looked like every muscle in 
his face and in his body was 
being used. I was trying to 
tell him I couldn’t breathe 
and I couldn’t even talk 
loud enough for anyone to 
hear. I thought I was just 
going to black out. 

“I pulled his hands back and spread them 
apart. At that time, he thrust his body down 
on me. I remember I looked up and that was 
the first fear that really hit me. And I looked 
up and said ‘What are you doing? What are 
you doing? Do you know what you’re doing?’ 

“At that moment, I felt his whole body go 
limp. His whole body just went limp on top 
of me. He said ‘Oh my God, oh my God, I 
don’t know what I’m doing, I don’t know 
what I’m doing, so sorry. I woke up, I flipped 
out and I don’t know what happened and I’m 
so sorry.’ 

“He jumped off of the bed. He was in his 
clothes. He put his shoes on. I jumped off the 
bed behind him.! reached up thinking I was 
sweating and I wiped the sweat off my head 
and my hand was covered with blood and I 
said ‘Oh my God, I’m bleeding’ and at that 
time he said ‘I’m sorry, I’m sorry. I’m out of 
here, I’m out of here.’ And he ran out and 
shut the door behind him.” 

Begoon would later learn that Ezerski was

the 19-year-old man police believe to be a se¬ 
rial killer who preyed on gay men. Authori¬ 
ties suspect him in the murders of two men 
in South Florida. They say he allegedly blud¬ 
geoned to death Irving Sicherer, 76, on July 
25. The following day he allegedly strangled 
Anthony Martilotto, 39, before stealing his 
rented red 2001 Ford Mustang. 

This week, police appeared to be backing 
away from their original suspicions that Ezer¬ 
ski was responsible for the death of Sicherer. 
In a story published on Tuesday, August 21, 
Aventura, Florida police Lieutenant Skip 
Washa told the South Florida Sun-Sentinel 
newspaper that Ezerski’s tattoos don’t match 
the tattoos of the young male suspect Sicher¬ 
er was seen with on surveillance tape just be¬ 
fore he died. Washa said investigators are wait¬ 
ing for the results of a fingerprint examination 
before they will know definitively whether Ez¬ 
erski had anything to do with the crime.

All aboard? 

Rail trip a ' nightmare' for gay couple

A recent Amtrak ad campaign 
in the gay press about its 
touted commitment to di¬ 
versity may be nothing more than 
a lot of hot air, according to a San 
Francisco gay couple who took the 
train to Orlando, Florida in July. 

In addition to an anti-gay epi¬ 
thet from an Amtrak passenger, the 
interracial gay couple received 
more than ugly looks and laggard 
service from train employees ap¬ 
parently not ready for true diversi¬ 
ty - or a contemporary consumer 
profile for the financially troubled 
passenger railroad line - and they 
were openly laughed at and singled 
out for harassment by Amtrak em¬ 
ployees, said Regis Marcelin. 

A conductor on the Zephyr 
line refused to allow the couple to 
sit together in a lounge car be¬ 
cause Amtrak is a “family train,” 
Marcelin, an African American, 
alleged in an August 9 letter of 
complaint to Amtrak officials. 

Marcelin said he has traveled 
more than 10,000 miles - and 
spent thousands of dollars on Am¬ 
trak in the last year. He said that he 
often takes the time to compli¬ 
ment Amtrak personnel and fill 
out customer satisfaction survey 
cards but “had to speak up,” after 
the couple’s recent experience. 

The trip started to become a 
nightmare on July 30, while the 
men were traveling on the famed 
Sunset Limited, heading from Los 
Angeles to Orlando. 

Marcelin said that he and his 
partner, Joseph Sampson, were sit¬ 
ting in the one of the lounge cars’ 
two-person swivel seat two-chair 
units. The train’s conductor ap¬ 
proached the pair, who were sit¬ 


ting with an arm around each 
other’s shoulder. 

The conductor was quickly 
joined by a male train attendant 
who informed the pair that he 
“agreed completely” with his boss, 
but that was later disputed by an¬ 
other male attendant who told the 
couple that they had behaved like 
“perfect gentlemen,” during the 
long train trip. 

“We complied but said that we 
would follow up later,” Marcelin 
said. “We noticed that other couples, 
all straight and all white, were al¬ 
lowed to express affection through¬ 
out the trip by holding hands, kiss¬ 
ing, and putting their arms around 
each other’s shoulders.” 

As the San Francisco couple 
made their way across country, 
they experienced a delay in being 
seated for dinner in the dining car, 
and received a long and silent stare 
from their waiter, who delayed 
serving them for a 15-minute pe¬ 
riod, even though there were only 
seven other passengers in the car. 

In another dining car incident, 
Marcelin said that he and Samp¬ 
son became the object of ridicule 
by a group of male waiters who 
had formed a kind of huddle and 
were pointing their fingers at the 
pair and openly laughing at them. 

One waiter allegedly remarked 
that he had been taking a snap¬ 
shot for another couple in the din¬ 
ing car with their camera - and 
exclaimed to Marcelin and Samp¬ 
son that they had inadvertently 
been included in the snapshot. 

“Wait till they see that picture,” 
the waiter said, according to 
Marcelin. 

In another dining car incident 
aboard the Zephyr, a steward had 
been regularly seating single pas¬ 
sengers and parties of two togeth¬ 


er at tables in order to accommo¬ 
date all passengers who wished to 
eat, but, Marcelin said, the steward 
never sat any passengers at the 
couple’s table. 

In yet another incident on the 
same journey, Margolis said the 
couple had their tickets checked by 
a female boarding agent, but were 
called back to have their tickets 
again scrutinized by the agent, who 
then called another agent to have a 
look, but who passed all other pas¬ 
sengers through with one cursory 
look at their travel documents. 

Amtrak has a customer satis¬ 
faction guarantee - and will pro¬ 
vide travel vouchers for customers 
who have legitimate beefs abut 
service on the rail line or other 
complaints that can’t be addressed 
by a conductor. 

“But what good would travel 
vouchers do if we could not enjoy 
them because of hostility toward 
gay and non-white passengers?” 
Marcelin told Amtrak officials in 
a letter of complaint. 

He said that he made an online 
inquiry about the experience on 
Amtrak’s Web site and said that a 
customer relations representative 
was “unable to provide any infor¬ 
mation,” about the passenger line’s 
diversity policies. 

The gay couple have com¬ 
plained to federal legislators as 
well as U.S. Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Norman Mineta. 

Amtrak spokesman Kevin 
Johnson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that there are always two 
sides to a story and that Amtrak 
took its diversity and non-dis¬ 
crimination policies “very seri¬ 
ously.” Johnson said that Amtrak 
would respond to Marcelin’s alle¬ 
gations after officials looked into 
his specific claims. T

Sex worker clinic party Saturday

T his Saturday, August 25, the 
St. James Infirmary, a multi¬ 
service clinic for sex workers, 
will hold its first “Rock n’ Blues 
Barbecue Bash.” 

The party will bring together 
several local bands, artists, and 
surprise special guests to raise 
funds for the clinic, which is cele¬ 
brating its second anniversary. 

Former San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors candidate Margo St. 
James will co-host the event. The 
clinic was named after St. James in 
recognition of her many years of 
work as an advocate for sex work¬ 
ers’ rights. Master of ceremonies 
will be radio personality Billy 
Vega, and artists will include Lisa 
Kindred and Friends, Tea Leaf 


Green, Cat McLean, and the St. 
James Infirmary Jam Band. 

The party takes place at the 
Lost City Club in Brisbane, and 
will start with a no-host barbecue 
at 5 p.m. Music will run from 6 
p.m. until 2 a.m. 

The St. James Infirmary 
opened in the summer of 1999 to 
provide free, confidential, peer- 
based care and services to sex 
workers. Started by COYOTE and 
the Exotic Dancers Alliance, the 
clinic is a partnership with the 
city’s Department of Public 
Health. 

According to St. James, Satur¬ 
day’s party will be “a celebration 
of our real partnership with San 
Francisco’s health department, 
certainly a first in the nation, if 
not the world.” 

The clinic, which has drop-in 


hours Wednesdays from 6-9 p.m. 
and Saturdays from 4-7 p.m. at 
the City Clinic, 356 Seventh 
Street, welcomes women, men, 
and transgendered people who 
work in any aspect of the sex in¬ 
dustry. Services include primary 
medical care, acupuncture, mas¬ 
sage therapy, mental health refer¬ 
rals, substance abuse counseling, 
peer support, and HIV and sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease counsel¬ 
ing and testing. ▼

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Ezerski talks to B.A.R.

U n his first print interview, Adam 
j§ Ezerski told the Bay Area Re¬ 
ft porter that he’s the real victim. 

The 19-year-old murder sus¬ 
pect spoke with the B.A.R. by tele¬ 
phone from a Reno jail on Tues¬ 
day night, August 21, to tell his 
side of the story. 

“I’m not what they’ve been 
thinking I am,” said Ezerski. “I’m 
not a homicidal murderer like 
they make me out to be.” 

Ezerski said he had absolutely 
nothing to do with the murder of 
76-year-old Irving Sicherer of 
Aventura, Florida. He said he was 
confident the physical evidence 
combined with his alibi would 
confirm his innocence. 

At the beginning of the inter¬ 
view, he said he had a connection 
with the incident in which Antho¬ 
ny Martilotto, 39, was found 
strangled to death in his Fort 
Lauderdale hotel room but de¬ 
clined to elaborate. Later, he said 
he fought with Martilotto but was 
strictly acting in self-defense. 

“At the time I was in fear of my 
own life,” said Ezerski. “I actually 
did try to get away. I was unsuc¬ 
cessful. I was in a locked room. 

“I’m being raped,” he added. 
“What options do I have other 
than to defend myself?” 

Ezerski said that although 
Martilotto wasn’t armed, he be¬ 
lieved that if he didn’t fight back 
he would be killed. 

Ezerski said he didn’t want to 
discuss the incident with Mar¬ 
tilotto in detail but said that he re¬ 
grets ever associating with him. 

As for the alleged incident be¬ 
tween him and San Franciscan 
Kevin Begoon, Ezerski said Be- 
goon’s injuries were the result of a 
fight they had after Begoon re¬ 
fused to pay him for sex at the 
time of their second encounter. 

“I was a prostitute, trying to 
make money,” said Ezerski. “And 
not getting paid for my services. 
And when Mr. Begoon did not 
want to pay for my services, a fight 
ensued both on mine and his part.” 


Ezerski said contrary to what 
his brother told a San Jose Mercury 
News reporter, he is not homo- 
phobic and not heterosexual. He 
said his brother learned of his true 
sexual orientation this week. 

“Until yesterday evening he did 
not know I was gay. Yes, I am 
openly gay. I’m bisexual.” 

Ezerski said he led his brother 
to believe he was homophobic so 
he wouldn’t suspect that he is gay. 
When asked about his brother’s 
charge that he once threatened a 
gay acquaintance with a gun, Ez¬ 
erski said it was “a show,” staged 
with a gay friend to prove to his 
family he wasn’t gay. 

Ezerski said he drove Martilot- 
to’s rented Mustang and never 
made any attempt to change the 
license plates because he wanted 
to be caught. 

The 19-year-old said he was in 
San Francisco for more than two 
weeks, longer than authorities 
suspected. He said he thought San 
Francisco was the best place for 
him to go. 

“San Francisco is a gay place, 
there are gay men there and I fig¬ 
ured it would be easier for me to 
blend in. I didn’t come to San 
Francisco for the reason that the 
news is saying. I heard on the news 
they were saying that I was stalk¬ 
ing the hills of San Francisco.” 

Ezerski said he came close to 
being caught just once while he 
was in San Francisco. 

“I was actually sleeping in a 
park in the Golden Gate Bridge 
area and I was woken up by two 
park rangers and they ran the reg¬ 
istration of my car and my driver’s 
license. That was maybe a week 
ago. They looked at the driver’s li¬ 
cense, they looked at the rental 
agreement Mr. Martilotto had. I 
gave it to them. At the time I was 
thinking, OK, it’s all over, good, 
but then they said, All right, go 
ahead, go on your way.’” 

Ezerski said he met Troy 
Young, 37, on the streets of the 
Tenderloin on Tuesday, August 14, 
the same day Begoon alleges Ezer¬ 
ski attacked him. He said they be¬ 
came fast friends and that Young 
knew who he was and that he was 


running from the law. Ezerski said 
that Young agreed to help him be¬ 
cause Young was convinced of his 
innocence. 

The pair stayed in a motel off 
Lombard Street, Ezerski said. He 
dyed his hair blond and decided it 
was time to get out of town after 
he saw his picture plastered all 
over TV news last Thursday 
morning, August 16. 

“I saw my picture [on TV] and 
it said I tried to kill two people 
and attempted to kill a third,” said 
Ezerski “At that time I pretty 
much lost it. 

“I got on the Internet, and 
looked into the things they were 
saying about me, I’m surprised 
about how big this thing has got¬ 
ten.” 

Ezerski said after he dyed his 
hair he went to meet Young at his 
Tenderloin hotel where he had a 
close encounter with a couple of 
FBI agents. 

“I knew they were FBI agents,” 
said Ezerski. “They were at Troy’s 
apartment and I walked right by 
them. They looked right at me 
and I smiled at them.” 

Ezerski said the pair left the 
Mustang parked on the street and 
headed toward Reno in a U-Haul 
truck that was rented by one of 
Young’s friends. 

Ezerski said they had no idea 
that Reno was holding its annual 
gay pride celebration that week¬ 
end. He said he just wanted to go 
north. Ezerski said that Young in¬ 
sisted on staying with him the 
whole time despite his urgings to 
separate. 

“I couldn’t get rid of Troy. Troy 
wouldn’t leave me alone. I told 
him, ‘leave, leave, leave.’ I’d walk 
away and Troy would follow me.” 

Ezerski said they were in Reno 
by 11 p.m. Thursday. 

Twenty-one hours later, acting 
on a tip, FBI agents tracked the pair 
to their Holiday Inn hotel room 
registered under Young’s name. Ez¬ 
erski was arrested in the room. 
Young was taken into custody in 
the parking lot as he returned from 
a Dairy Queen with two drinks, 
tipping investigators off that Ezer¬ 
ski was probably in the room. ▼

Almost up in smoke

III jM arijuana cultivating, 2600 
■fUjl block of 22nd Street, Au¬ 
lt Wl gust 16, 10:30 a.m.: Two 
officers on routine patrol ob¬ 
served smoke coming from an 
apartment complex on the 2600 
block of 22nd Street. As they ap¬ 
proached the building, the officers 
saw thick black smoke bil¬ 
lowing from the roof top 
and a wall near the rear 
door of building en¬ 
gulfed in flames. The 
officers informed dis¬ 
patch of the fire and 
then went inside the 
building to evacu¬ 
ate any residents. 

Once inside, the 
officers found a 
man in his apart¬ 
ment unaware of the fire. The offi¬ 
cers informed him that he needed 
to evacuate, but the man was hesi¬ 
tant, telling police that he needed 
to get his roommate, who was in¬ 
side a back bedroom. The officers 
assured him that they would alert 
his roommate but the man was still 
reluctant to leave. After hearing the 
commotion, the man’s roommate 
emerged from the back bedroom 
and both men were safely escorted 
out of the building. 

A short time later, firefighters 
responded to the scene and the 
fire was extinguished without fur¬ 
ther incident. However, a fire¬ 
fighter informed one of the offi¬ 
cers that marijuana was found in 
the men’s apartment. Officers re¬ 
turned to the unit and searched 
the premises. Over 150 individu¬ 
ally potted marijuana plants al¬ 
legedly were found in the back 
bedroom, 320 marijuana plants 
were located in the kitchen, and 
another 282 pot plants were dis¬ 
covered in the dining room, ac¬ 



cording to police. 

The men, ages 28 and 36, were 
taken to Mission Station where 
they were released pending fur¬ 
ther investigation. 

Robbery at laundry 

Little Hollywood Laundrette, 
1906 Market, August 15,1:35 p.m.: 
While doing her laundry, a woman 
set her purse down on the counter 
and turned away, leaving it 
unattended. A short time 
later, a man walked over 
to the counter and al¬ 
legedly took a wallet 
from the woman’s 
purse while she had 
her back turned. An 
attendant saw the 
man take the wal¬ 
let and followed 
him out the door. 
A struggle ensued 
and the suspect broke away, run¬ 
ning westbound on Market. The 
attendant and another customer 
gave chase and caught up with the 
suspect on Dolores Street, where 
they were able to hold him until 
police arrived. 

The 35-year-old man was 
taken to Mission Station and 
booked for strong-arm robbery. 
The woman’s wallet, however, was 
not found in his possession. At¬ 
tempts to locate the wallet by re¬ 
tracing the suspect’s steps were 
unsuccessful. 

Armed robbery 

18th and Diamond, August 15, 
5:24 a.m.: A man walking on Dia¬ 
mond near 18th Street was sudden¬ 
ly accosted by a man who fan up to 
him and pointed a large handgun 
in the face. The alleged assailant, 
who held the handgun in his left 
hand told his victim, “Give me 
everything you have or I’ll blow you 
away.” Fearing for his life, the vic¬ 
tim complied. The suspect - de¬ 


scribed as African American, 20-23 
years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 
weighing 150 pounds, and wearing 
all dark clothing - took the man’s 
wallet, cell phone, $500 wrist watch, 
and his wedding ring. The suspect 
ran to a nearby parked beige station 
wagon with wood paneling that 
was driven by another man. The 
driver sped westbound on 18th 
Street toward Market. 

Another robbery 

15th and Dolores, August 18, 
9:10 a.m.: A wife and husband 
were walking on 15th Street ap¬ 
proaching Dolores when an older 
blue station wagon sped around 
the corner. The driver slammed 
on the brakes and double parked 
in front of them. The driver then 
jumped out of the vehicle and ran 
toward them, allegedly striking 
the man on the back of the head 
as he grabbed the woman’s shoul¬ 
der purse. The woman screamed 
for help and a struggle ensued 
over the handbag until the strap 
on the purse broke free. 

The suspect - described as 
African American, 6 feet 2 inches 
tall, wearing a blue shirt and blue 
pants - ran back to the station 
wagon with the stolen purse in 
hand. Angry, the woman ran after 
the suspect, yelling for him to stop 
and grabbed the mirror of the sta¬ 
tion wagon, screaming for some¬ 
one to call the police. Fearing for 
her safety, the woman’s husband 
pulled his angry wife away from 
the car as the driver began to 
speed away. Responding police 
searched the area but were unable 
to locate the suspect. T

AFSC opposes hate crimes 
penalty enhancements

§ n August 13, the American 
Friends Service Committee 
released a report saying that 
current federal hate crimes legis¬ 
lation is “seriously flawed.” The re¬ 
port, entitled “In a Time of Bro¬ 
ken Bones: A Call to Dialogue on 
Hate Violence and the Limitations 
of Hate Crimes Legislation,” op¬ 
poses penalty enhancements for 
bias-related crimes. 

The AFSC believes that penalty 
enhancements have historically 
been applied in an unjust way that 
disproportionately disadvantages 
the poor and people of color, es¬ 
pecially youth. 

“We are concerned that many 
of these laws go in the wrong di¬ 
rection. They expand the scope of 
the criminal justice system, rather 
than strengthen civil and human 
rights,” said report author Kather¬ 
ine Whitlock of the AFSC com¬ 
munity relations unit’s GLBT pro¬ 
gram. “We believe the emphasis 
on penalty enhancements could 
produce consequences which are 
directly opposite to what was in¬ 
tended.” 

Mary Ellen McNish, AFSC gen¬ 
eral secretary, said that hate crimes 
legislation “generally fails to ad¬ 
dress the deeper needs of all those 
harmed by hate violence: victims, 


offenders, and the communities 
from which they come.... Legisla¬ 
tion should not simply create new 
mechanisms that further the cycle 
of violence and hatred.” 

The AFSC hopes to “initiate a 
constructive dialogue among all 
those concerned with the pressing 
problems of hate violence” in an 
effort to promote “healing justice,” 
a Quaker concept that involves 
“holding perpetrators accountable 
while looking at the underlying 
social, economic, and spiritual 
conditions that encourage such 
acts of violence and hate.” The 
AFSC is an 84-year-old Quaker 
social justice organization best 
known for its work with conscien¬ 
tious objectors during wartime. 

Progressive opponents of hate 
crime sentencing enhancements 
fear that such mechanisms will 
backfire. “The hate crime genie 
that got out of the bottle 15 or so 
years ago has grown into a mon¬ 
ster and waylaid a wide swath of 
liberals and would-be progres¬ 
sives,” said Bill Dobbs of Queer 
Watch, a GLBT group opposed to 
enhanced hate crime sentences 
and the death penalty. 

David McReynolds, the openly 
gay Socialist party candidate in 
the last presidential election, con¬ 
curred. “I do not think the gay and 
lesbian community has thought 
enough about the danger of plac¬ 


ing additional weapons in the 
hands of prosecutors,” he said. “In 
general, historically, the left and 
progressive community has been 
on the side of the defense.” 

Although the AFSC opposes 
expanding penalties, it does sup¬ 
port data collection on bias-moti¬ 
vated crimes and training for law 
enforcement personnel in dealing 
with such offenses. 

Conservative groups have al¬ 
ready tried to use the notion of 
hate crimes against queers, for ex¬ 
ample contending that gay rights 
advocates are engaging in “hate 
crimes” against Christians. Ac¬ 
tivists in other areas are also po¬ 
tentially vulnerable. Earlier this 
month the San Jose Mercury News 
reported that a man faces charges 
of vandalism and burglary with a 
hate crime enhancement for polit¬ 
ically motivated destruction of a 
statue of Christopher Columbus, 
which he allegedly marked with 
the slogan “509 years of indige¬ 
nous genocide.” 

Dobbs called the AFSC an¬ 
nouncement “a first” for a pro¬ 
gressive group. “When news out¬ 
lets cover hate crime legislation, 
the critics are virtually always 
from the right,” he said. “But there 
is a rising chorus of voices on the 
left - including those of GLBT 
people - who reject such law and 
order solutions.” T 
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E. Bay newspaper union 
fights for DP benefits

I n August 1990, Leroy Aarons, 
then the executive editor at the 
Oakland Tribune , and Kathy 
Buckley, then a features editor at 
the paper, met with five journal¬ 
ists in Aarons’s Piedmont home to 
form the National Lesbian and 
Gay Journalists Association. 
Among the founders’ goals was to 
educate newsroom decision-mak¬ 
ers about gay and lesbian issues 
and promote non-discrimination 
policies and equal benefits for les¬ 
bian and gay journalists. 

As the NLGJA celebrates its 
10th anniversary of incorporation 
this month, editorial employees at 
Alameda News Group Newspa¬ 
pers Inc. are fighting for the same 
policies and benefits their former 
colleagues were promoting. 

Last Friday, August 17, 200 
Guild-represented workers at the 
Oakland Tribune and six other Bay 
Area papers began working with¬ 
out a contract. Their first contract 
expired at midnight Thursday 
after two months of bargaining 
with management of ANG News¬ 
papers and the chain’s owner, 
Denver-based MediaNews Group. 

After seven bargaining ses¬ 
sions, the company has refused to 
agree, without reservation, to 
non-discrimination language pro¬ 
tecting gays or other groups and 
has yet to respond to a proposal 
for domestic partner benefits, ac¬ 
cording to a union statement re¬ 
leased last week. 

“This is all about respect. It’s 
about respect for the talented em¬ 
ployees who put these newspapers 
out every day. But it’s equally 
about respect for the communities 
that we serve,” ANG Unit Chair 
Sean Holstege said. “This compa¬ 
ny has repeatedly proven that it is 
out of touch with the values of its 
employees, its readers, and the re¬ 
gion. We aim to remedy that.” 

Tribune executive editor Nancy 
Conway declined to discuss the 
company’s negotiations with the 
union, but did state that manage¬ 
ment is preparing a response to 
the union’s domestic partner ben¬ 
efits proposal. 

“We should leave negotiations 
to the negotiating table and I 
would prefer to not comment on 
negotiating issues,” said Conway. 
“We are just as interested in diver¬ 
sity and good benefits as they are. 

I don’t think that there is that 


much disagreement on that.” 

The lack of discrimination 
protections is just one of many 
workplace issues the ANG em¬ 
ployees are seeking to address in 
their second contract. Their first 
contract took 12 years of organiz¬ 
ing, rallies, and protests to obtain. 
According to the union, ANG has 
proposed continuing most provi¬ 
sions of the current agreement, 
but seeks to eliminate overtime 
after eight hours and remove dis¬ 
cipline and discharge from the 
grievance and arbitration proce¬ 
dure. It also proposed “no wage 
reductions at this time.” 

“Where we stand today, it is 
among the more important issues 
and we do not have a desire to 
change our position on it,” said 
Holstege about the union’s deter¬ 
mination to see ANG adopt policies 
protecting gay and lesbian employ¬ 
ees. “We shouldn’t have to be bar¬ 
gaining over it. It is something they 
should want to do on their own.” 

Berkeley resident Jennifer 
Baldwin celebrated her third an¬ 
niversary of working for ANG 
Newspapers last Friday. But the 
openly gay features reporter said 
the ceremony was bittersweet. 

“I love my job, that is why I still 
work there. But I want to be able 
to respect the company I work for 
and I want the company to respect 
me and the rest of the employees,” 
she said. 

Although she has never felt 
discriminated against at work, 
Baldwin said she has heard from 
other reporters who felt they had 
been harassed for being gay. 

Union members point to the 
recent flap over Berkeley City 
Council member Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton as a case of how the company 
does not reflect the community it 
serves. Oakland Tribune reporters 
were united in their embarrass¬ 
ment over a scathing ANG edito¬ 
rial last week that labeled Wor¬ 
thington as a “coward” and “de¬ 
spicable” for his stance on a visit¬ 
ing group of Japanese Boy Scouts, 
the union’s release stated. 

After East Bay Pride organizers 
severed ties with ANG as their 
media sponsor because of the ed¬ 
itorial, the Tribune ran a letter 
from the editor stating the lan¬ 
guage “may have been excessive” 
and “we intended no insult to him 
or to the gay community.” 

The union received an unex¬ 
pected endorsement from the 
openly gay Worthington in a let¬ 


ter to the editor published in the 
Tribune Sunday. He wrote, “The 
Tribune should provide domestic 
partner benefits to all employees. 
This should be done in addition 
to current benefits, and not be 
used as an excuse to take away ex¬ 
isting benefits.” 

In an interview with Wor¬ 
thington Monday, he stated he 
was not aware the union was 
fighting for domestic partner ben¬ 
efits in its current contract talks 
when he wrote the letter. 

“I see it as a simple matter of 
justice. And in terms of the lesbian 
and gay community, we have to be 
advocating for employees and 
union causes as part of coalition 
building,” Worthington said. 

Local media companies Plan- 
etOut; the San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle; Knight Ridder, publisher of 
the Contra Costa and Hills News¬ 
papers and the San Jose Mercury 
News; Advance Publications, pub¬ 
lishers of the weekly Business 
Times in the East Bay, San Jose, 
and San Francisco; Dow Jones,, 
publisher of the Daily Sentinel in 
Santa Cruz; and the San Francisco 
Examiner and Independent all 
offer domestic partner benefits. 

“It has been an 11 -year gradual 
process. We became interested in 
that subject matter early on be¬ 
cause our philosophy was news¬ 
rooms hospitable to gay and les¬ 
bian staff end up being better in¬ 
formed and provide better cover¬ 
age around these issues,” said 
Aarons from his home in Se¬ 
bastopol. “We are proud of what 
happened. The industry was a lit¬ 
tle slow to get going, but I think it 
has done a good job at this point.” 

The local chapter of NLGJA 
has offered its help and resources 
to ANG’s union. 

“Oftentimes it is a matter of ed¬ 
ucating the companies involved to 
show them it helps with staff re¬ 
tention and maintaining a more 
diverse newsroom,” said Robin 
Stevens, NLGJA’s Northern Cali¬ 
fornia chapter president. “It sends 
the message diversity is encouraged 
and it is a positive environment for 
gays and lesbians to work.” 

The Guild at ANG represents 
editorial employees at the Oak¬ 
land Tribune , the Tri-Valley Her¬ 
ald , the Valley Herald (San 
Ramon), the Argus (Fremont), the 
Daily Review (Hayward), the 
Alameda Times Star , and the San 
Mateo County Times. Bargaining

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Good riddance 


B y the time this issue hits the streets, it is 
likely that Senator Jesse Helms will have 
announced that he will not seek re- 
election and will retire when his term expires 
in early 2003. For the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, he can’t retire soon enough; and we 
won’t miss the fiery North Carolina Republi¬ 
can’s homophobic and AIDSphobic rhetoric 
one bit. The Human Rights Campaign has 
noted that Helms is, without a doubt, the most 
vociferously anti-gay member of Congress. 

Some Beltway talking heads have pre¬ 
dicted that many in Congress - who call 
each other “My good friend,” whether they 
mean it or not - will go through what a 
Washington Post columnist called “one of 
those gooey rituals where all the people who 
despised Jesse Helms will wipe away a tear 
and tell us what a statesman he was.” We 
won’t be reaching for the Kleenex box; to us, 
Helms was a symbol of all that is wrong with 
Republican politics, from race-baiting in 
some of his Senate campaigns to unwaver¬ 
ing opposition to gay rights and calling for 
the quarantine of those living with AIDS. He 
has called gays’ sexual behavior “incredibly 
offensive and revolting,” and has referred to 
AIDS prevention programs in schools and 
federal offices as “thinly veiled attempts to 
restructure values of American families in 
favor of the homosexual lifestyle.” 

Helms’s nearly three decades in the Sen¬ 
ate were punctuated with vitriol toward the 
gay community that has been unmatched in 
modern politics. 

Notably, Helms will be remembered by 
the LGBT community as the single greatest 
obstacle to the confirmation of San Francis¬ 
co philanthropist James Hormel when he 
was named ambassador to Luxembourg by 
former President Bill Clinton. Helms, who 
chaired the powerful Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee at the time (and held that 
post until this spring, when Democrats took 
control over the Senate), refused to let 
Hormel’s nomination come up for a vote. 
His decision - based on homophobia and 
unwarranted hysteria from rabid conserva¬ 
tives that he helped propagate - blocked 


Hormel’s nomination for years until, final¬ 
ly, Clinton took the opportunity to bypass 
the Senate altogether by using a recess ap¬ 
pointment to name Hormel to the 
diplomatic post. 

Helms also took on the National 
Endowment for the Arts and was , 
chiefly responsible for politicizing 
funding for public art projects. One 
story as reported this week by MSNBC’s 
Tom Curry recounted Helms’s 1990 Senate 
race when he showed up at a North Carolina 
school gymnasium to rail against 
the NEAs use of taxpayer money 
and to show his constituents a 
portfolio full of homoerotic nude 
photos by the late Robert Mapplethorpe. 

“Come up here and see what your tax 
dollars are paying for,” Helms invited the 
crowd. “But no ladies, please! Only men can 
come up and see this. This will turn your 
stomach.” Curry went on to note the odd¬ 
ness of Helms’s action. Mapplethorpe’s pho¬ 


tos were designed to appeal to gay men, and 
it was “oddly fitting that Helms restricted 
viewing privileges to the men in the audi¬ 
ence,” Curry wrote, adding that Helms 
seemed unaware of the irony. 

With the expected retirement of 
Helms and the previously announced 
retirement of South Carolina’s Strom 
Thurmond (another archconservative 
Republican who is also extremely anti¬ 
gay), the LGBT community can hope 
^ for improvement in the makeup of 
the Senate. No matter who suc¬ 
ceeds Helms - or Thurmond - 
they will almost certainly not 
be as vicious and mean-spirit¬ 
ed as those two Southern senators are. And 
if the Democrats can take one or both of 
those seats, so much the better. 

Right now, we’re just happy at the thought 
of Helms riding on his scooter into retire¬ 
ment. As one reader e-mailed us this week, “If 
true, let the bells ring out and banners fly.” T

A s Milk Club members who support 
Harry Britt, we are writing to express 
our dismay and extreme opposition to 
the negative campaigning from Supervisor 
Mark Leno to members of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and Transgender De¬ 
mocratic Club.

These acts should 
come as no surprise since Supervisor Leno’s 
campaign is being run by Robert Barnes, a 
political consultant who has no qualms 
about spreading misinformation in order to 
win elections. Nor does Barnes have any 
qualms about selling out our commu¬ 
nity to downtown interests.

As many already know, Harry enjoyed a 
long friendship with Harvey Milk. While 
Milk was supervisor, Harry served as the 
second president of the San Francisco Gay 
Democratic Club. He has maintained a long 
and rich relationship with our club. Under 
Harry Britt’s presidency, “SF Gay” became 
the political home base for Milk, and grew 
from less than a dozen to nearly 200 mem¬ 
bers. When Milk was assassinated, the club 
was renamed the Harvey Milk Gay Democ¬ 
ratic Club in his honor, and Harry Britt was 
appointed to succeed Milk on the Board of 
Supervisors. 

Harry has been instrumental in develop¬ 
ing a progressive legacy that has carried us 
to the present day. From its earliest days, the 
Milk Club has been defined by its unwaver¬ 
ing commitment to community empower¬ 
ment, rather than patronage politics. The 
club formed in Harvey Milk’s image has his-

torically held that true power lies in coali¬ 
tion building, community-based social ac¬ 
tivism, and self-determination. Rather than 
letting those in power use our community 
to shore up their status, we organize our 
communities to meet the powerful on equal 
standing. 

For 13 years on the Board of Supervisors, 
Harry Britt’s votes consistently reflected this 
same, highly independent philosophy. In his 
first year, Harry supported vacancy control 
in spite of pressure by then-Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein, who appointed him. He 
opposed big business by leading 
the drive for divestment from 
South Africa during apartheid, 
and restricting downtown ex¬ 
pansion with Proposition 
M in the mid-1980s. To 
this day, he is considered 
one of the founders of 
rent control in San Francisco. As far back as 
the early 1980s, he sponsored a feasibility 
study on bringing the distribution of elec¬ 
tricity under municipal control. Always de¬ 
voted to our community, Harry was the first 
elected official in the world to secure public 
funding to fight HIV and pass domestic 
partnership legislation. 

We support Harry Britt because he rep¬ 
resents the true community spirit upon 
which our club was formed. Harry has al¬ 
ways pioneered progressive policies for our 
community and for San Francisco as a 
whole. He was a leader when there was no 
blueprint for the LGBT community. He was 
a visionary when there were few offering 
our community any consideration whatso¬ 
ever. Building upon Harvey Milk’s legacy, 
Harry Britt helped changed the way local 
government viewed the queer community. 
Like Harry, and Harvey before him, we be¬ 
lieve queers deserve the best progressive 
representation possible. We believe Harry 
Britt easily fits that bill. ▼ 
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Too rich! 

Funny that hateful homeless-phobe Arthur Evans 
would jump to the defense of Cleve Jones’s recent 
anti-poor rant. Whether serious or satirical, their big¬ 
oted bantering is too rich for my taste. How unfortu¬ 
nate when certain people think getting bashed on a 
bus gives them carte blanche to be cruel to those less 
fortunate. The sad truth is that with uncaring San 
Franciscans like Evans, the city’s homeless don’t need 
a Third Reich.

More on Britt, Leno 

So here we are, at the end of the first month of the 
B.A.R .’s renewed smear campaign against Harry Britt. 
The latest installment was classic, with its requisite 
false allegations. Perhaps the B.A.R. can go one step 
further, and hand its facilities over to the Leno cam¬ 
paign for the year? Apparently, the campaign would 
know how to make use of them: last week, rival As¬ 
sembly candidate Mark Leno admitted creating a neg¬ 
ative poll question asked to San Francisco residents 
about Britt, one that happens to be false. 

Perhaps the Leno campaign must try to create 
doubt about Britt’s record, as Leno’s wavering politi¬ 
cal record can’t match Britt’s consistent progressivism. 
Leno seems to vote according to the drift of the wind. 
First he’s a Willie Brown guy, then he’s an indepen¬ 
dent. I wonder how he would play out in Sacramen¬ 
to, where he would be surrounded not by grassroots 
organizations but by enormous corporate interests? 

Could we count on his continuing as the new, im¬ 
proved Leno? Last year, he endorsed nearly all of the 
Willie Brown machine candidates for supervisor, can¬ 
didates who received hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars of downtown soft money. This money was large¬ 
ly filtered through Robert Barnes, Leno campaign 
strategist. 

The year before, Leno stood by silently as Joe O’- 
Donoghue, at the behest of Willie Brown, distributed 
a virulently homophobic article attacking.Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano and the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence. This article was distributed to hun¬ 
dreds of Catholics prior to the mayoral 
| election. 

Leno’s and the B.A.R .’s smear currently 
revolves around the fact that Britt chose 
not to support Art Agnos for mayor or 
Dianne Feinstein for governor. Yet as I 
understand it, Britt’s position in these 
races followed the message of Harvey 
Milk, who suggested Britt as a possible 
successor if Milk was assassinated. Har¬ 
vey Milk insisted that queer people represent them¬ 
selves politically, rather than hand their power over to 
straight politicians. While straight political allies can 
be beneficial to our community, those who claim that 
they wield power on our behalf are not helpful to us 
- they are dangerous. Self-empowerment, not pa¬ 
tronage politics, are in order if we are to care for our¬ 
selves. 

Last week Supervisor Leno stated to me - in front 
of 50 other people - that political campaigning is a 
business in which all players do things that are less 
than ingenuous. The interesting thing to me is that 
Leno typically seeks to look like Mr. Clean, and now 
is orchestrating what looks like the beginning of his 
campaign’s dirty political war on Britt. 

Politics may be about conflict, but please focus the 
debate around substantive issues, and drop the sleaze. 
If the B.A.R. and the Leno campaign have problems 
with Britt’s legislative positions, I’d love to hear about 
them. Otherwise, give us all a break.

Folsom artifacts needed 

Thank you for your coverage of the Folsom Street 
Fair exhibit in your June Pride issue. The upcoming 
retrospective is entitled “The Power of Broken Hearts: 
The Origins and Evolution of the Folsom Street Fair- 
Celebration and South of Market Community Em¬ 
powerment in the Age of AIDS.” 

The exhibit process has unearthed a fascinating 
and complex story, and we intend to do justice to the 
origin of the fair as well as to the development and 
history of SMMILE, the organization that now pro¬ 
duces the fair each year. All of this will be explored 
against the background of a multi-faceted communi¬ 
ty under siege from two sides: AIDS, and development 
pressure from downtown. 

Myself (co-founder of the fair and curator for this 
exhibit), Paul Gabriel of the GLBT Historical Society, 
Jim Mitulski of the San Francisco Public Library’s 
Hormel Center and Foundation, and many volunteers 
and collaborating organizations, including SMMILE, 
have teamed up to produce a thoughtful and lively 
work about the Folsom Street Fair and the South of 
Market. 

The show will run September 15 through Novem¬ 
ber 15 at two sites: the Hormel Gay and Lesbian Cen¬ 
ter on the third floor of the main San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Library, and the gallery space of the GLBT Histor¬ 
ical Society. The Hormel site will provide an overview 
of the 17-year affair, and recapture the emergence of 
the first Folsom Street Fair from turmoil of redevel¬ 
opment and community retention of SOMA, as the 
first devastating wave of the AIDS epidemic crashed 
down upon the life of an entire community. 

The GLBT Historical Society exhibit will continue 
the saga, spotlighting the formation of SMMILE and 
the people of “Folsom.” The fair itself has grown to an 
international event (over 300,000 in attendance) and 
has returned many, many millions of dollars - in 
earned revenue and charitable donations - to San 
Francisco since its inception in 1984.

Twisted view of democracy 

Tommi Avicolli Mecca and Robert Haaland have a 
twisted view of democracy: my way or the highway 
[“.Nothing wrong with revisiting issues once rejected by 
voters,” Guest Opinion, August 9]. I paid attention in 
grammar school and high school to learn the basic 
lessons of how a democracy functions. It is rather 
simple. While our government executes the will of the, 
majority, it is bound to protect the minority through 
fundamental rights defined in the Constitution. The 
courts establish balance to the political excesses of the 
executive and legislative branches. That wasn’t that 
hard, was it? Apparently both Avicolli Mecca and Haa¬ 
land were thinking about other things in their youth. 

Jake McGoldrick’s anti-TIC legislation was not a 
compromise, not legal, and certainly not gutsy. In a 
democracy, compromises are fashioned by the con¬ 
testing parties coming together and negotiating a 
middle ground. McGoldrick, by several admissions, 
merely crafted a mean spirited, illegal scheme by 
which false hope is offered to tenants to someday, 
somehow buy their apartments. The prospect of that 
ever happening under the maze of obstructions in¬ 
corporated into the legislation are as likely as George 
W. Bush embracing gays in the military. Secondly, the 
legislation denied constitutional rights to a specific 
class of San Franciscans in order to placate the special 
interest politics of paid professional “tenant activists” 
like Avicolli Mecca and Haaland. Adolf Hitler used 
similar logic against Jews, gays, and other minorities. 
Every hostile restriction placed on German Jews from 
1933 to 1945 had the result of taking from the op¬ 
pressed while justifying the act as some greater good 
for non-Jews. 

In American democracy, our rights are absolute. 
They are not derived at the expense of others. We call 
this “equal opportunity.” This basic philosophy has ul¬ 
timately prevailed in the face of such poor reasoning 
as the Dred Scott decision which resulted in Brown v. 
Board of Education in 1954. It has resulted in Harry 
Blackmun’s Roe v. Wade decision in 1973. Most re¬ 
cently, the court ruling in the Diane Whipple wrong¬ 
ful death suit made another great stride forward for 
gays in getting equal protection under the 14th 
Amendment. 

Clearly, the way to deal with the problem of 
wrongful eviction is to modify, through the political 
system, the definition of “wrongful eviction.” Is this 
what McGoldrick did? No. There is not a word about 
eviction in his legislation. Instead, this Alameda land¬ 
lord supervisor of ours convinced seven of his cronies 
to do exactly the opposite of what the vast majority 
of San Franciscans said they wanted: no further re¬ 
strictions on the ability to buy property in its least ex¬ 
pensive form, the TIC. In addition, the “rampant” Ellis 
evictions claimed as the justification for this unde¬ 


mocratic law actually declined by almost 40 percent 
in the last year. This alleged problem is in fact solving 
itself. Economic forces self-correct much faster than 
any law devised by special interests. 

The defeat of Proposition N did not restrict the 
rights of anyone. More than 149,000 city residents 
were ignored by eight arrogant supervisors who pre¬ 
sumed to know better. With a lawsuit filed last 
Wednesday, one judge will instruct these eight mis¬ 
guided supes on what basic constitutional rights are 
all about. We do not live in Afghanistan where the gov¬ 
ernment rules by absolute terror. We live in the world’s 
greatest democracy where all individuals are equal in 
the eyes of the law. Even the hypocritical Mr. Mc¬ 
Goldrick, who gets a housing subsidy from his elderly 
landlady struggling on a meager Social Security pen¬ 
sion while he himself profits from the housing needs 
of his Alameda tenants, deserves equal protection. 

We in the queer community have fought hard to 
overcome the bias in our laws against same-sex cou¬ 
ples. We are confident that someday soon we will be 
victorious in that struggle. We have a busy future de¬ 
voted to that ultimate success. In the meantime, we 
hardly need to be diverted by the special interests be¬ 
hind McGoldrick, Chris Daly and Matt Gonzalez: the 
paid professional tenant extremists. When these er¬ 
rant supes promote new laws that actually limit the 
rights of same-sex couples by restricting contracts and 
inheritance, we loose. When these errant supes pro¬ 
mote new laws to limit our privacy and leave us un¬ 
equal protection under the law, it eradicates years of 
progress toward GLBT equal rights. San Francisco’s 
gay community should firmly reject the proposition 
put forth by Avicolli Mecca and Haaland that we must 
accept a permanent status as rent slaves arbitrarily 
singled out in the eyes of the law as something less 
than people entitled to every opportunity to make our 
dreams come true.

Clarification on Lynes 

I read with interest and pleasure Rawley Grau’s in¬ 
formative article on George Platt Lynes in the Bay 
Area Reporter (August 16). In particular, I was inter¬ 
ested in the parenthesis “he did, however, sell a few of 
these images under a pseudonym to a Swiss gay mag¬ 
azine” since I published a book on that “Swiss gay 
magazine” ( The Ideal Gay Man: The Story of Der Kreis, 
New York: Haworth Press, 1999). 

To my knowledge, no contributions to Der Kreis 
were paid for, neither written nor pictorial. So publi¬ 
cation there would not have helped his financial situ¬ 
ation. And I would say that Der Kreis published more 
than a “few” of his photographs. If I may quote from 
my book (page 209): 

“The first four photographs by Lynes appeared in 
Der Kreis in July 1950,... There were four more pho¬ 
tographs by Lynes in 1950, followed by seven in 1951. 
One of the last set, in December, was published under 
the name Roberto Rolf and included a street address 
in New York. After that, 35 more photographs were 
published with the name Roberto Rolf.” In addition, 
there were four photographs with only “In Memory 
of a Great Master of Photography,” a phrase that had 
earlier only been used for Lynes. Altogether, then, 47 
photographs by Lynes appeared in Der Kreis. 

I enjoyed Lynes’s photographs while reading my 
way through Der Kreis. Thanks for reminding me of 
them!

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Riordan to announce 
bid for governor

F ormer Los Angeles Mayor 
Richard Riordan is report¬ 
edly set to announce within 
a few weeks that he will run for 
California governor. Riordan, cur¬ 
rently on vacation in Europe, has 
completed his three-week “getting 
acquainted” tour of the state and 
is set to enter the Republican 
March 2002 primary against fel¬ 
low GOP candidates William 
Simon Jr., a Los Angeles fi¬ 
nancier; and Bill Jones, 
the California secretary 
of state. 

Riordan’s entry into 
the GOP gubernatorial 
sweepstakes will pro¬ 
vide an unconven¬ 
tional candidate; the 
very fact that 
he is on a 
monthlong va¬ 
cation to Ire¬ 
land is causing some to question 
the timing as well as his commit¬ 
ment to a campaign for governor. 
Still, those close to Riordan say 
that his candidacy is all but a sure 
thing and that he will make an an¬ 
nouncement before the end of 
September, possibly just after 
Labor Day. 

Winning his party’s nomina¬ 
tion to run against incumbent De¬ 
mocrat Gray Davis might turn 
out to be as big a problem as tak¬ 
ing on Davis in the November 
2002 general election, assuming 
Riordan wins the March primary. 
Both Jones and Simon are already 
questioning Riordan’s loyalty to 
the Republican Party. Riordan, 
himself a millionaire, can suppos¬ 
edly easily match the $30-plus 
million that Davis has in the bank. 
His biggest obstacle comes from 
within his own party. Though he 
enjoys good name identification, 
cross-party voter appeal (having 
won twice in heavily-Democratic 
Los Angeles), and personal wealth, 
Riordan’s habit of flip-flopping on 
issues, including abortion and the 
death penalty (he’s a pro-choice 
Catholic and is anti-death penal¬ 
ty), puts him at odds with a ma¬ 
jority of those in control of the 
state Republican Party. Many Re¬ 
publicans accuse him of being a 
“RINO” (Republican in Name 
Only). 

Indeed, as a private citizen and 
during his tenure as mayor, Rior¬ 
dan often endorsed and made 
personal financial contributions 
to Democratic candidates, having 
donated tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars to different Democrats over 
the years, including, coincidental¬ 
ly, Gray Davis. Riordan is also 
considered close politically and 
personally to Democratic Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, having sup¬ 
ported her heavily the last time 
she was on the California ballot.’ 

Beyond ideology, the moderate 
Republican has never run for 
statewide office and Californians 
have never elected a mayor of Los 
Angeles as governor. Many also 
feel that Riordan’s blunt personal 
style, coupled with his moderate- 
to-liberal record, will cause him 
real problems in getting past ei¬ 
ther Jones or Simon in the March 
primary. Jones, in particular, 
seems ready to aggressively ques¬ 
tion Riordan’s GOP credentials 
and has already called on both Ri¬ 
ordan and Simon to debate before 
next month’s Republican state 
convention. This week, Riordan’s 


camp declined Jones’s invitation 
to debate, saying that the former 
mayor hasn’t even decided if he 
will attend the scheduled GOP 
convention. Simon’s team also in¬ 
dicated that their candidate isn’t 
interested in debating right now. 

In the event that Riordan does 
emerge as the GOP nominee for 
governor after the primary, some 
conservative Republicans can be 
expected to sit out the general 
election against Davis since, in the 
end, a lot of right-wing Republi¬ 
cans (the core of the GOP in 
the state) are likely to 
find the pro-gay, pro- 
choice Riordan to be 
unacceptable. One 
top Republican, 
looking forward to 
the state GOP conven¬ 
tion in Los Angeles 
next month, to 
the Los Angeles 
Times this 
week that, 
“With Dick Riordan as our nomi¬ 
nee, Davis, the real Democrat in 
the contest, will win re-election. 
He [Riordan] has a large hill to get 
over to convince Republicans in 
this state that he’s even a true Re¬ 
publican; we just can’t have our 
nominee looking and sounding 
like another Democrat.”

T he effort of gay Republicans 
to find a place in the GOP 
has been a hard and long 
struggle within a hard and even 
longer struggle for equality. At 
party conventions and 
precinct meetings, at rallies 
and in board rooms, gay 
Republicans for two 
decades have provided 
the foot soldiers on the most 
contested front of the gay 
civil rights move 
ment. 

Now gay and gay- 
supportive Republi 
cans have an elegant manifesto 
laying out their principles. Al¬ 
though mostly ignored by the gay 
press, the declaration was noted 
on the front page of the Wall 
Street Journal , a powerful voice in 
conservative politics. 

The manifesto is known as the 
Cody Statement and derives its 
name from the place it was re¬ 
cently drafted and promulgated - 
Cody, Wyoming. It is signed by 



some of the members of the Re¬ 
publican Unity Coalition, a 
group of both gay and straight 
individuals created to support 
the GOP by making the party 
more receptive to gay Americans. 
The RUC is the brainchild of 
Charles Francis, a personal 
friend of President Bush. 
Joining him in the group 
are, among others, re¬ 
tired Senator Alan K. 
Simpson (R-Wyoming); 
Congressman Jim Kolbe (R- 
Arizona); former Congress¬ 
man Michael Huff- 
ington (R-Califor- 
nia); former Con¬ 
gresswoman Susan 
Molinari (R-New York); former 
Los Angeles Mayor Richard Rior- 
dan; AT&T General Counsel Jim 
Ciconni; and James K. Glassman, 
a Fellow at the American Enter¬ 
prise Institute, a noted conserva¬ 
tive think tank. 

- The Cody Statement is a quin¬ 
tessential^ Republican docu¬ 
ment with, of course, a twist. It 
begins with words any Republi¬ 
can should find compelling: 
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“We are Republicans because we 
believe in limited government, 
free markets, a strong national 
defense, and personal responsi¬ 
bility.” But it also affirms: “[Wje 
believe sexual orientation should 
be a non-issue within the Repub¬ 
lican Party” and “we believe 
everyone should be included in 
America’s proud progression to¬ 
ward full civil equality for all, 
without regard to sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” 

Are those statements reconcil¬ 
able? The four named concepts - 
limited government, free mar¬ 
kets, strong national defense, and 
personal responsibility - are the 
cornerstones of Republican poli¬ 
tics. There is nothing about any 
of them that is antithetical to 
equal civil rights for gay women 
and men. Getting the party final¬ 
ly to acknowledge that fact is the 
challenge for gay Republicans. 

The Cody Statement outlines 
a refreshing vision of gay equali¬ 
ty, and especially of the relation¬ 
ship between the individual and 
the state. It is a gentle but firm re¬ 
pudiation of traditional civil 
rights rhetoric and dogma. In the 
process, the group identifies three 
common commitments that 
would make Pat Robertson nod 
in agreement: freedom, family, 
and faith. 

The group’s conception of 
freedom consists largely in having 
government get out of the way: 
“Neither victim nor villain, we 
seek no special privilege, but we 
deplore being penalized. Many of 
us simply want to be left alone.... 
We believe a government power¬ 
ful enough to ‘give’ all citizens 
what they think they might want 
will inevitably be powerful 
enough to take it all away.” 

Note the language used. Gays 
are not “victims” (a jab to the 
left) but neither are we “villains” 
(a punch to the right). What the 
Cody Republicans want from 
government is neutrality, not 
special privilege or penalty. The 
repudiation of “special privilege” 
itself is a sly appropriation of 
rhetoric effectively used by reli¬ 
gious conservatives to tar gays as 
seeking “special rights.” 

In the view of these Republi¬ 
cans, people are individuals not 
dots lost in a group mosaic. Each 
person is “unique, multi-dimen¬ 
sional, defying any one label.” Al¬ 
though “government can help en¬ 
sure a good society, it cannot 
make a great society - only free 
people, acting in their myriad 
creative and generous ways, can 
accomplish that task.” This is not 
a politics for the faint-of-heart, 
or the left-of-center. 

The experience of discrimina¬ 
tion seems to lead people toward 
one of two poles: get government 
out of our lives to free us or get it 
into our lives to protect us. The 
latter choice is a siren’s song, es¬ 
pecially tempting when you have 
gained the upper-hand in a legis¬ 
lature. 

Yet, as the Cody Statement ob¬ 
serves, progress in manipulating 
government power for one’s ends 
is not inevitable and it is not ir¬ 
reversible. The norms the state 
enforces are as changeable as cul¬ 
ture itself. Yesterday a state de¬ 
clared us criminal; today it pro¬ 
tects us from discrimination; to¬ 
morrow it may again find us 
wanting. 

The Cody Statement asserts 
the importance of healthy fami¬ 
lies in a civilized society, an in¬ 
sight captured by religious con¬ 
servatives that we have too long 
ignored. But families include “the

figure it is about time I speak 
about transgender exclusion, 
but not in the way you may be 
expecting. 

With the non-transgender in¬ 
clusive Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act making its way 
back into the limelight, and hot 
on the heels of the non-transgen¬ 
der inclusive Michigan Women’s 
Music Festival, you would proba¬ 
bly expect me to touch upon long¬ 
standing attempts to keep trans- 
gendered people outside of - or at 
best marginal within - the queer 
rights movement. 

It is fertile ground, with roots 
going back decades. While great 
strides forward were made in the 
1970s, it was also a time when 
being visibly transgendered often 
meant being on the outside of 
the “gay mainstream.” Pride 
parades moved to exclude 
“drag” from the events, so 
as to “clean them up” for 
the cameras. Lesbian 
groups forced out trans¬ 
sexual members, 
and others craft¬ 
ed anti-trans- 
gendered books 
like Janice Raymond’s The Trans¬ 
sexual Empire. 

All of this was not left behind 
in the 1970s, and transgendered 
people are still routinely excluded 
from the rest of the queer com¬ 
munity. Many excuses are often 
given, but the most common is to 
simply state that including trans¬ 
gendered people might hurt “the 
cause.” 

We are simply seen as too dif¬ 
ferent. 

I suppose this happens in all 
movements, and in all communi¬ 
ties. There are always people that 
sit on the margin, that people sim¬ 
ply do not want representing 
them. In the queer rights move¬ 
ment, it has been the leathermen 
and women, the bisexuals and the 
polyamorous, and yes, the trans¬ 
gendered and gender variant, who 
have given others that bad name. 
According to my mom the ones 
who really give us a bad name are 
those blowing “those damn whis¬ 
tles” during Pride. Don’t tell her 
that I had one handy this year. But 
I digress. 

What I really want to talk 
about is this: when I think about 
how transgendered people have 
been pushed to the margins I can¬ 
not help but wonder - as the 
transgender movement gains mo¬ 
mentum - who it is that will be 
pushed aside. Who is just too dif¬ 
ferent for the comfort of trans¬ 
gendered people. 

I think the seeds of such a push 
have already been planted. Even 
one of the larger organizations 
born out of the transgender 
movement has tried to push away 
transgendered people, and has 
sought to mainstream itself by 
sugar-coating its message. 

But I want to take a few mo¬ 
ments and look at those who are 
not safe and easy to swallow. 
Those that some may find a little 
too “freaky” for their taste. I sus¬ 
pect that many of you have never 
heard of some of these subcul¬ 
tures, and some may have never 
been mentioned in this newspaper 
before. Who knows, some may 
never be mentioned here again. 

I do not feel that all of these are 
a specific part of the transgen¬ 
dered community - but I think we 
may learn a little something from 
each of these, and we may have 
something to share with these 
groups based on our experiences. 
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There is a whole laundry list of 
groups who come to mind. People 
into “forced feminization,” such as 
so-called sissy maids. Born-male 
‘adult babies” who want to 
not only dress and act as 
wee ones, but little girls at 
that. There are even “fur- 
ries” who have a desire to 
appear as another species. 
When they call themselves 
“bears,” they 
really do mean 
bears. And yes, 
some of them 
transcend their species and: their 
gender. 

There are others that lie be¬ 
yond my own comfort zone, such 
as modern-day eunuchs who opt 
to have their gonads removed or, 
in the case of “smoothies,” all of 
their visible genitalia. Beyond 
them lie other body dysmorphics, 
who feel that having some other 
extremity removed will bring 
them happiness. 

Like I said, I don’t think all of 
the above fit neatly under the 
transgendered umbrella, nor do I 
think that many - if not most - 
would want to be there. Nor do I 
think that all of their issues may fit 
neatly within the struggle for 
transgender rights. 

Am I ready to fight for some¬ 
one’s right to wear a fur suit or a 
crinoline skirt and apron to their 
9-to-5 Financial District job? Not 


particularly: I do think there is 
something to be said for appro¬ 
priate, professional attire for most 
jobs. Would I find it wrong, and 
speak out against someone being 
attacked on the street for such? 
You bet. What of the body dys¬ 
morphic? Maybe one day they 
might want to fight for medical 
procedures in the clinical setting, 
rather than relying on back-room 
“cutters.” The struggles that trans¬ 
sexuals had to go through to get 
proper care could certainly be 
called upon, and we could be 
strong allies. 

I’m not trying to say that it’s 
wrong if one wishes to seek some 
level of “normalcy” that makes 
them happy as a person. One 
should strive for what makes them 
happy. What I am saying is that 
there are others out there who 
shouldn’t be avoided and pushed 
away simply because they are too 
different for us to feel comfort¬ 
able. 

If I as a transgendered person 
cannot try to broaden my own 
horizons, and look for what else 
might be out there - that I may 
otherwise wish to deny - then 
how can I truly expect my siblings 
in the queer rights movement to 
do the same? 

Besides, to many outside the 
larger community, we are all too dif¬ 
ferent for comfort. Perhaps it’s best 
for us all if we stand together. ▼

Hundreds protest trial 
of 52 Egyptian men

B emonstrators protested the 
trial of 52 Egyptian men in 
Cairo accused of homosexu¬ 
ality in a series of rallies around the 
world on August 15. The men were 
arrested in a May 11 raid on the 
Queen Boat, a floating discotheque 
in Cairo with a reputation as a 
gathering place for gay men. 

In Washington, D.C., about a 
hundred people gathered in the 
evening outside of the Egyptian Em¬ 
bassy cultural office just off Dupont 
Circle. It was part of an internation¬ 
al day of solidarity and mourning 
organized by Al-Fatiha, an interna¬ 
tional organization of Muslims who 
are lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgen- 
dered, or questioning. 

“Every day gays are tortured, 
killed, imprisoned” by the Egypt¬ 
ian and other Muslim govern¬ 
ments, Al-Fatiha founder M. 
Faisal Alam told the crowd. They 
chanted for human rights in 
Egypt and to “Free the Cairo 52.” 

About 80 people rallied out¬ 
side the Egyptian consulate in 
New York, said Scott Long, pro¬ 
gram director of the Internation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission. Other demonstra¬ 
tions took place in Atlanta and 
San Francisco and overseas in 
Manila, London, Stockholm, 
Antwerp, and Bucharest. 

There are reports that those ar¬ 
rested in Cairo were ill-treated and 
even tortured by the police while in 
jail. Homosexuality is not explicitly 
illegal under Egyptian law and the 
men are being prosecuted under 
charges ranging from “obscene be¬ 
havior” to “contempt for religion.” 

Long sees the prosecution as an 
attempt by the government to 
“shore up its right flank” among 
the conservative Egyptian public. 
The state-controlled media has 
played up, even fabricated lurid as¬ 
pects of the prosecution. Some of 
the reports have linked the de¬ 
tainees to “Satanism” and Judaism. 

The men are being prosecuted 
under an emergency law passed in 
1981 after the assassination of 
President Anwar el-Sadat, where 
there is no appeal of the verdict. 
This law has been used to prose¬ 
cute the Islamic Brotherhood and 
other religious fundamentalist op¬ 
position groups. 

In a conversation following the 
demonstration, Alam said they are 
realistic about what they hope to 
accomplish. The Egyptian govern¬ 
ment is “probably not going to re¬ 
lease the men. But we want to 
send a message that there are 
members of the community who 
identify as gay Muslims, as gay 


Arabs, who are watching what 
their governments are doing. We 
can no longer stay silent.” 

He said they considered calling 
for a boycott of Egypt but after 
discussion, Al-Fatiha agreed with 
IGLHRC and Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional that such an action would 
be interpreted as a form of West¬ 
ern imperialism trying to impose 
its values on the Arab world. 

Alam acknowledged that the 
Egyptian government has long 
“cracked down” on fundamentalist 
Muslim groups and now “those 
same tactics are being used against 
the gay community. They see a ris¬ 
ing community that is beginning to 
ask for its rights, and would be a 
threat to the Egyptian government.” 

Representatives Tom Lantos (D- 
California) and Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts) sent a letter to 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
expressing their concern for this vi¬ 
olation of human rights. Alam said, 
“That sends the message that they 
are not going to stand back and 
watch oppression happen.” 

The congressmen’s concern 
could affect U.S. economic and 
military aid to Egypt. That nation 
is second only to Israel in the

II gay group’s sign will tem- 
J porarily be posted in South 
mm Dakota as part of that state’s 
adopt-a-highway program, Gov¬ 
ernor Bill Janklow announced last 
Friday, August 17. Janklow, seek¬ 
ing to avoid a lawsuit after the 
state’s Department of Transpira¬ 
tion refused the group’s participa¬ 
tion, said he would reluctantly put 
up the sign until all signs could be 
taken down and replaced with 
generic messages crediting “con¬ 
cerned citizens” with sponsoring a 
stretch of road. 

The adopt-a-highway pro¬ 
gram, popular in many states, cur¬ 
rently allows groups or individu¬ 
als to sponsor highway cleanup in 
exchange for a sign bearing their 
name. 

“I don’t think government 
should be used to offend people,” 
Janklow told reporters of his deci¬ 
sion to disallow specific groups 
from recognition for cleaning up 
highways. Janklow became of¬ 
fended only when the Sioux Em¬ 
pire Gay and Lesbian Coalition 
applied for participation. Other 


amount of assistance given by the 
U.S. IGLHRC’s Long called it “ba¬ 
sically a client state of the U.S., so 
the letter will at least be listened to.” 

Long hopes that international 
pressure will “embarrass them 
into dropping the charges” once 
the Egyptian government has 
milked the media coverage for do¬ 
mestic purposes. He fears that the 
legal proceedings will be drawn 
out, with the hope that “interna¬ 
tional attention will just go away.” 
That is why it is important to keep 
the pressure on, he added. 

The organizations are asking 
people to write the Egyptian Em¬ 
bassy expressing their concern 
over this violation of human 
rights, and over the facts that the 
52 men are being prosecuted be¬ 
cause of their alleged sexual ori¬ 
entation and in violation of inter¬ 
national legal standards. ▼

groups, some offensive to gays 
such as the Boy Scouts, had long 
been a part of the program. 

Earlier this month, Janklow 
had indicated he may cancel the 
adopt-a-highway program alto¬ 
gether, rather than fight a legal 
battle threatened by the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

“It’s sad we live in a society 
where everybody is looking for a 
lawsuit, everybody is trying to 
earn legal fees,” Janklow told the 
Argus Leader on August 3. “I hate 
to kill a program because some 
people want to show off a lot of 
things. It’s got nothing to do with 
my personal feelings about any¬ 
body’s lifestyle. I just don’t think 
these things are worth having law¬ 
suits over.” 

For the short term, however, 
Janklow plans on keeping the pro¬ 
gram without giving the recogni¬ 
tion to those who clean the high¬ 
ways. He said he hopes to have all 
signs removed and replaced by the 
end of the year. ▼

So. Dakota highway solution: 
Keep cleaning, anonymously 
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Maryland’s gay 
rights in limbo

M aryland’s recently passed 
gay rights law, the Anti- 
discrimination Act of 
2001, probably will not go into ef¬ 
fect on October 1. The anti-gay 
group TakeBackMaryland.org 
gathered a sufficient number of 
valid signatures to hold it in 
abeyance pending a referendum 
by the public in November 2002. 

The state board of elections 
certified the petition on July 19. 
However, the margin of signatures 
was only 1,411 more than what 
state law requires. 

Gay rights advocates countered 
with their own legal action on July 
30, charging both misrepresenta¬ 
tion of the petition on the part of 
some who circulated it, and im¬ 
proper certification of petitions by 
county elections officials. State of¬ 
ficials relied upon county regis¬ 
trars to check petitions against the 
voter rolls. 

“We found enough signatures 
that should not have been validat¬ 
ed, almost 5,000, that we thought 
we should challenge the petition,” 
said Charles J. Butler, an attorney 
with the prestigious Washington, 
D.C., law firm of Covington & 
Burling. The firm is donating its 
services on a pro bono basis. But¬ 
ler also represented the mother of 
Barry Winchell, the gay soldier 
who was murdered as he slept at 
Fort Campbell, Kentucky in 1999. 


“There are problems with the 
[petition] circulator, with the wit¬ 
ness affidavit, so that every signa¬ 
ture on that page [of up to 10 sig¬ 
natures] should be knocked out.” 
Butler said. There also are prob¬ 
lems with individual signatures. 

“What they’ve done is corrupt 
the referendum process by lying,” 
added Della Post, one of the plain¬ 
tiffs in the suit. She maintains that 
the TakeBack petition circulators 
often misrepresented what the gay 
rights law entails. They frequently 
said it would lead to gay marriage 
and teaching gay sex in schools. 

A Mason-Dixon Poll, released 
July 24, showed 50 percent of 
Marylanders claiming that they 
would vote to uphold the law, 
with 17 percent undecided and 
the remainder opposed. Shannon 
Avery, with the Gay and Lesbian 
Community Center in Baltimore, 
said the poll confirms the basic 
fairness of people in her state. 

The Baltimore City Council 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
supporting the Anti-discrimina¬ 
tion Act. Similar protection has 
been on the books in that city 
since 1989. About half of the 
state’s population already is cov¬ 
ered by similar local ordinances. 

TakeBack antics 

“If they’re filing this lawsuit, 
they obviously must be worried 
about this going to referendum,” 
said Tres Kerns, co-founder of 
TakeBackMaryland.org. 


Kerns upped the ante by writ¬ 
ing to U.S. Attorney General John 
Ashcroft, leveling sensationalist 
charges that the governor and 
other elected officials who sup¬ 
port gay rights are enforcing the 
law “selectively and politically in 
violation of my civil rights.” He 
sought Ashcroft’s “immediate in¬ 
tervention.” 

The missive said, “Members of 
my organization experienced ter¬ 
rorist threats and attacks. I re¬ 
ceived a death threat at home, hate 
mail, a hit-and-run car assault, 
fraudulent letters sent out under 
my name and first amendment 
rights violations.” 

Kerns asserted in his letter that 
the petition “signors’ rights of pri¬ 
vacy and their civil rights are 
being violated” because a pro-gay 
group copied and reviewed the 
petitions in a state office building 
in order to file their legal chal¬ 
lenge. 

In an August 1 press release, he 
called the suit filed by Butler “a 
carefully choreographed dance 
between the homosexuals and 
their allies in state government.” 

Butler scoffed at the allega¬ 
tions, “I don’t think that their 
rights have been violated in any 
way, all we did was look at public 
documents.” He completely de¬ 
nied the hyperbolic charges of in¬ 
timidation. 

The Department of Justice has 
not commented on the request 
from Kerns. T

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Criminologist offers theories on

hy? 

That question may al¬ 
ways haunt Adam Ezers¬ 
ki’s surviving victim, Kevin Be- 
goon. 

If robbery was his motive, he 
could have easily taken a number 
of valuables from Begoon while he 
slept. Why did he target gay men? 
And why was he so apparently 
overcome with rage toward Be¬ 
goon, someone who went out of 
his way to be kind to him? 

San Francisco State University 
criminologist Mike Rustigan has 
studied a number of cases involv¬ 
ing serial killers, including that of 
Gianni Versace killer Andrew Cu- 
nanan, a case that has been com¬ 
pared with Ezerski’s. Police say - 
like Cunanan - they believe Ezer- 
ski is gay. Rustigan suggested Ez- 
erski may have underlying rage to¬ 
ward gay men because of his in¬ 
ability to cope with his own gay 
feelings. 

According to an interview with 
the San Jose Mercury News, Ezers¬ 


ki’s half-brother, Aaron Smith, 
said Ezerski isn’t gay and is homo- 
phobic. Smith said he “chased 
girls” and was engaged to his girl¬ 
friend of two years. 

Although he couldn’t imagine 
Ezerski killing anyone, Smith, 18, 
said that his older brother had a 
violent side. He recalled an inci¬ 
dent in which Ezerski threatened 
a gay acquaintance with a gun. 

Ezerski, 19, moved from Ohio 
to Florida in 1995, while he was in 
junior high. Smith said that Ezer¬ 
ski was constantly in trouble with 
the law since the move. 

In sharp contrast to Smith’s ac¬ 
count, Begoon said Ezerski was 
very open about being gay and 
said that Ezerski told him that 
Smith was very homophobic and 
hostile toward gays. 

Begoon said that eerily, Ezerski 
described Smith the same way 
Smith described Ezerski. He said 
Ezerski told him that besides 
being homophobic, Smith was 
constantly in trouble since he 
moved to Florida when he was 13. 

Rustigan said that if Ezerski’s 
brother’s account is accurate, it 


could explain a lot of Ezerski’s 
motivation. 

“That might suggest that he 
has a lot of rage toward himself, 
that is, detesting his own feelings 
of weakness, inadequacy,” said 
Rustigan. “There can be a lot of 
guilt feelings about being gay. 
What we’re seeing here, perhaps, 
especially because these murders 
are excessive, brutal, that there is 
probably a great deal of rage, not 
only toward his victims but to¬ 
ward himself, self-hatred, self- 
loathing. Probably the robberies 
were incidental.” 

While he was wanted for the 
two murders in Florida, Ezerski 
continued to use his real name 
and made no attempt to disguise 
or change the license plates on the 
red Mustang he allegedly stole 
from one of his victims. Rustigan 
said that’s not uncommon for 
criminals like Ezerski. 

“Cunanan was just as sloppy,” 
said Rustigan. “Cunanan drove a 
pickup truck of one of his victims 
from New Jersey to Florida. In 
Miami, Cunanan sold stolen ob¬ 
jects from one of his victims from 


Chicago and even used his own 
name at the pawn shop.” 

Rustigan said it’s possible Ezer¬ 
ski could have on some level 
wanted police to catch him. 

“Sometimes that’s the case,” 
said Rustigan. “But rarely do seri¬ 
al killers like to be caught. They 
want to just continue this. They’re 
enjoying this. They like the pub¬ 
licity. They like the chase. They 
have the attitude, ‘Catch me if you 
can.’ [Ezerski] doesn’t seem to be 
like a full-blown serial killer. He’s 
not a cunning, shrewd type of 
killer. I would suspect there’s 
mental illness here and I would 
suspect that perhaps the rage fer¬ 
ments and is expressed when he’s 
drinking or on drugs. There’s 
probably a lot of pent-up anger 
and hostility over being gay. And 
he probably does not like gays 
very much at all. It’s almost like 
the guy who can only have sex 
with prostitutes and he becomes 
bitter and depersonalizes the pros¬ 
titutes calling them ‘sluts’ or 
‘bitches.’ We find that very same 
attitude with serial killers who tar¬ 
get gays - ‘One less gay, one less 
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Ezerski 

fag.’ Their attitude is abject hostil¬ 
ity toward gays. How they got that 
way is a question you would have 
to learn by going into his back¬ 
ground and interviewing him.” 

Begoon said Ezerski seemed 
very genuine, charming, and had 
no hint of hostility toward him or 
anyone before the attack. Rustigan 
said it’s not uncommon for peo¬ 
ple like Ezerski to strike without 
warning. 

“Don’t be fooled by the 
charm,” he said. “[Alleged 
Yosemite tourists killer] Carey 
Stayner is a charming guy. Ted 
Bundy was a charming guy. Jeffrey 
Dahmer was quite charming and 
quiet. He was polite to the police. 
He lured these guys up to his 
apartment. There was nothing 
macho or abrasive about him at 
all. So in the annals of serial 
killers, many are charming. Many 
have this Jeckyl and Hyde person¬ 
ality. Very often the victims don’t 
pick up any hostility.” 

According to police, Ezerski 
admitted to killing one of the two 
men that he’s suspected of mur¬ 
dering in Florida, but he said he 
killed the man to fend off a 
drunken assault. Rustigan said it’s 
common for alleged murderers 
like Ezerski to blame the victims. 
He said it’s commonly seen in se¬ 
rial killers who target prostitutes. 
When confronted, the killers often 
say that they were being robbed or 
attacked by the prostitutes, said 
Rustigan. 

“[Ezerski] shows the colors of 
serial killer,” said Rustigan. “He’s 
not just a thrill killer that goes 
around killing anybody. He’s tar¬ 
geting gays.” ▼

southwest corner of Dolores Park 
at 8 p.m. and continue up Church 
Street to Market Street, then head 
down Castro Street, eventually 
ending at Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church where there will be 
speakers and a presentation to 
Martinez’s family.

“I grew up in southwest Col¬ 
orado, and lived with the homo¬ 
phobia in that area, so this crime 
particularly touched me,” said 
Watkins. “The march in San Fran¬ 
cisco will be a great way to show 
support for his family and his life. 
There should be more marches 
like this, to let people know how 
vicious and inhuman these hate 
crimes are.” 

Mitchell, who will be flying into 
San Francisco with one of her 
sons, is relatively new to public 
speaking but has done it with elo¬ 
quence whenever she talks about 
the loss of her child. 

“Fred did not struggle with 
who he was, but he was hurt be¬ 
cause of the people who had prob¬ 
lems with my son expressing him¬ 
self honestly,” she told reporters 
last month. “Because he was dif¬ 
ferent his life was taken from him, 
and we will never know the person 
Fred would have become.” ▼

and at the time of the killings, was 
on probation for auto theft. Short¬ 
ly after the murders, Ezerski left 
Florida for the Bay Area in Mar- 
tilotto’s rented red Ford Mustang. 
His arrival in California would 
mark the beginning of the end of 
his young life of crime. 

‘Key West massage’ 

Ezerski was first spotted in San 
Francisco the week of August 5. 
Several people reported seeing 
him in the Castro and Polk Gulch 
neighborhoods. 

Former San Francisco Sentinel 
publisher Bob Golovich told the 
B.A.R. that Ezerski tried to steal a 
camera that he left for someone at 
the Club Rendez-Vous bar on Polk 
Street that week. Golovich said 
Ezerski tried to con the bartender 
into handing the camera over to 
him, claiming he was picking it up 
for Golovich. 

Begoon met Ezerski in a cafe 
on Polk Street on Saturday, August 
11 . 

“He sat down right next to me 
and inquired about the price of 
coffee,” Begoon recalled. “He said 
he was visiting from Key West.” 

Begoon said Ezerski intro¬ 
duced himself using his real name. 
The pair discussed the Dayton, 
Ohio area where both men are 
from originally. Ezerski said he 
was 21 and a masseuse. He asked 
some of Begoon’s friends who 
later joined them at the cafe if they 
wanted a “Key West massage,” a 
line that police say Ezerski used to 
entice his victims. 

The pair went out to eat and 
Ezerski took Begoon up on his 
suggestion to park his Mustang in 
a garage on Hemlock Street, an 
alley just off Polk Street, where it 
would be safer than on the street. 

After Ezerski parked in the 
garage, the two decided to go back 
to Begoon’s apartment in the 
Upper Tenderloin area, near St. 
Francis Hospital, order out for 
food, and watch movies. 

Ironically, Begoon said that be¬ 
fore Ezerski came into his home, 
he repeatedly asked him half-jok- 
ingly: “You’re not going to rob me 
or kill me in my sleep, are you?” 

Begoon said that he followed 
all the rules safety advocates ad¬ 
vise before he brought Ezerski 
home, including meeting him first 
in a public place and introducing 
him to friends. Begoon said he 
even saw the man’s driver’s li¬ 
cense. He estimated he spent 
about 35 hours with Ezerski be¬ 


fore the alleged attack. 

Coincidentally, that Saturday 
night, just before they began to 
watch rented movies, they briefly 
watched broadcast television. For¬ 
tunately or unfortunately, they 
didn’t watch America’s Most Want¬ 
ed. If they had, they would have 
seen the case against Ezerski pro¬ 
filed on the Fox show, complete 
with his mug shots and a descrip¬ 
tion of his stolen Mustang. 

They did briefly see part of an¬ 
other newsmagazine show, 
prompting Begoon to ask Ezerski 
if he liked to watch programs like 
that. Ezerski said he hated watch¬ 
ing those kind of shows since see¬ 
ing a report several years ago on 
60 Minutes about a fellow junior 
high classmate who murdered and 
raped a 9-year-old girl in Ohio be¬ 
fore hiding her body under a wa- 
terbed mattress. Ezerski remarked 
that the case shocked everyone be¬ 
cause his classmate seemed very 
unlikely to do anything like that. 

Begoon recalled another inci¬ 
dent in which Ezerski seemed to 
be frightened by crime. While he 
walked with Ezerski around the 
Polk Gulch neighborhood, he 
cautioned him to be careful in the 
area and told him about murders 
that took place in the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

“He said, ‘You’re scaring me. 
That’s more about San Francisco 
than I want to know.’ 

“I really believe he was scared. 

I wasn’t trying to scare him. I was 
just trying to warn him,” said Be-' 
goon. 

Watching movies 

After watching movies until 
early Sunday morning, Ezerski 
slept on a couch in the studio 
apartment and Begoon slept in his 
bed. They didn’t get up until 
around 3:45 p.m. Sunday. 

Ezerski went to the cafe where 
they met for coffee and Begoon 
said he would meet him there in 
about 30 minutes after he took a 
shower. It took Begoon longer 
than he expected and by the time 
he got to the cafe, Ezerski was 
gone. 


He ran into Ezerski again 
Monday afternoon in the Polk 
Gulch area and introduced him to 
the friend he was with. The three 
went out to a cafe and later Ezers¬ 
ki and Begoon went out to eat. Be¬ 
goon said Ezerski seemed quiet all 
day. The two went back to Be¬ 
goon’s apartment again to watch 
movies, starting with Miss Conge¬ 
niality. 

Begoon earlier told Ezerski 
that he could spend the night at 
his apartment again but he was al¬ 
ready beginning to regret his de¬ 
cision. He said Ezerski seemed like 
he wanted to be catered to and 
wasn’t respecting his space by not 
cleaning up after himself. 

“But then I thought, I’m com¬ 
mitted to it, just bear it out,” said 
Begoon. 

By the third movie, Begoon 
went to bed, but he told Ezerski it 
was fine for him to stay up and 
watch more movies. 

Begoon remembered tossing 
and turning that night while Ezer¬ 
ski continued to watch tapes. He 
remembers looking at the clock 
last at 2:57 a.m., before he drifted 
off to sleep for the last time until 
he was woken up at 4:45 a.m. by 
Ezerski allegedly attacking him. 

After the attack, Begoon first 
called his building manager and 
friend, Patty Melvin. She helped 
him clean the blood off himself. 
He called the police and went to 
the hospital later that day. 

Before returning home, he 
checked his voice mail and had 
two messages from Ezerski. In the 
first message, Ezerski asked if they 
could talk. In the second, Ezerski 
asked Begoon to meet him in a 
nearby park at 7 p.m. that 
evening, Tuesday, August 14. 

Begoon told the police about 
the calls but apparently because of 
lack of resources, no officers were 
assigned to stake out the meeting 
place and the opportunity to catch 
Ezerski was lost. 

Despite having missed the per¬ 
fect opportunity to nab his attack¬ 
er, Begoon had high praise for the 
San Francisco Police and the FBI

paved the way for Gay Games, 
which started in 1980, also in San 
Francisco. Other GLBT Sports 
events gained community sup¬ 
port, civic assistance, and a wider 
fan base. 

San Francisco’s gay softball 
Commissioner Sara Lewinstein 
has long been a part of the GLBT 
athletic community. Between 
watching a final game amid a 
cheering crowd, and responding 
to walkie-talkie queries with other 
organizers, the widow of Gay 
Games co-founder Tom 
Waddell offered her usual 
vibrant enthusiasm. 

“This has been a very 
successful World Series 
she told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I think we’ve led the 
way to the future, being 
much bigger and bet¬ 
ter. We have the largest 
women’s participation 
ever. It’s just wonder¬ 
ful. I’m proud of my 
committee. If there are any cham¬ 
pions, it’s them.” 

Lewinstein pointed out the 
unisex logo used for this year’s 
event. “We’re keeping it as our San 
Francisco logo. There’s no gender 
attached, so it represents both 
men and women.” 

Proceeds from the event will 
benefit the Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Center, the San Francisco 
LGBT Community Center Pro¬ 
ject, Bay Positives, Lavender 
Youth, Recreation, and Informa¬ 
tion Center and Community 
United Against Violence. 

And although the locale of the 
event wasn’t exactly San Francis¬ 
co, Twin Creeks’ many fields 
proved perfect for such a large- 
scale event. 

“For the first time ever we have 
the men and women together,” 
said Lewinstein. “They’re able to 
cheer each other on.” 

This year’s event is bittersweet 
for Lewinstein, who is stepping 
down after four years as commis¬ 
sioner. “This is my last day,” she 
said, but offered assurance that 
her support for GLBT sports will 
continue. 

Seals & Cats 

Several heated rivalries got to 
play out on the dusty diamonds, 
including one between Open A- 
Division San Francisco Seals and 
the Los Angeles Stray Cats, who 
defeated the Seals 14-11. The Stray 
Cats have won every champi¬ 
onship in their division since 1996. 

Rex Sforza was only one of 
many Seals who made an out¬ 
standing effort. Their bright yel¬ 
low jerseys were among the many 
colorful uniforms on-field. The 
Seals came in second; pretty good, 
considering it’s only their first year 
as a team. 

“It was tight to the end, but it’s 
gone really well, beyond our ex¬ 
pectations,” said Sforza. “We chose 
some good people from San Fran¬ 


cisco, and formed a great team.” 

Sforza has played softball for 
the past seven years in Los Angeles 
for his now-rivals, the Stray Cats. 
The newly formed Seals hope to 
continue their success at Gay 
Games 2002 in Sydney. 

Suds & scraps 

Many participants bore the 
brunt of the South Bay sun. Bur¬ 
nished faces and arms were the 
look du jour. Many refreshed 
themselves with the offerings 
from corporate sponsor Anheuser 
Busch. Coors beer was also sipped 
a plenty, proving that the thought 
of a boycott was the last thing on 
some athletic minds. 

Some players, 
perhaps aided by a 
few too many adult bever¬ 
ages, were less than good-na¬ 
tured. After both the Long 
Beach Blue Dot and Fort 
Lauderdale Stingers 
were disqualified for 
having players with 
ratings too high for 
the B Division, some 
players attacked the 
restaurant at the complex, beating 
inanimate objects with their soft- 
ball bats. The police arrived Satur¬ 
day morning to keep things calm. 

An ongoing controversy is the 
admission, or limitation, of the 
number of straight players on gay 
teams. Some teams were accused 
of stacking teams with near-pro¬ 
fessional-level players. 

Of course, while discrimina¬ 
tion against gay players is rampant 
in professional sports, and pretty 
much the entire world outside of 
certain Zip codes in San Francis¬ 
co County, the concept of hetero¬ 
sexual “ringers” was a debated 
issue. 

Not that arguments didn’t also 
occur on some diamonds. A few 
spats were quickly resolved by the 
authoritative voice of umpires. 

Kathy Ostrowski of Baltimore 
was just one of the many umps 
participating in the events. Os¬ 
trowski, a fellow sports writer for 
the Baltimore Gay Paper , was 
happy to be in the Bay Area. The 
transgendered school teacher has 
been an umpire in gay softball for 
years. 

“Sometimes people like to 
blame us for what they see as a 
bad call,” she said. “But this is 
about having fun, and most play¬ 
ers have been good-natured.” 

San Diegans & celebs 

While former San Diego Padre 
Billy Bean’s Fort Lauderdale team 
opted not to show up, in the C Di¬ 
vision, the Boston Shamrock Stal¬ 
lions’ designated hitter is Bill 
Konigsberg, an openly gay editor 
at ESPN.com. Konigsberg has 
pretty much been the inspiration 
for ESPN.com’s ongoing coverage 
of lesbian and gay sports stories. 

Many lesbian players cheered 
on their friends after their teams 
were eliminated. Plastic beverage 
bottles filled with coins became 
the popular percussion instru¬ 
ment of choice. 


And while a softball event is a 
comfortable space for lesbians to 
gather, some were a bit publicity- 
shy, and preferred not to be 
named, showing caution over the 
potential for discrimination. 

“I’m just here having a great 
time,” said one woman from a 
Minnesota team. “It’s great to be 
myself here, because back home I 
have to be a bit more careful.” 

Left fielder Jeanne Hayashi of 
San Diego’s Agouron watched 
popular favorite Womenmoto 
(also of San Diego) play Roscoe’s 
Kaddy-whompus of Phoenix, 
both in the competitive division. 
She enjoyed playing, and her team 
“did all right” in that bracket. This 
is her third World Series. 

“Toronto [2000] and Kansas 
City [1999] were also fun,” she 
said. “This one’s better than 
Kansas City, because of the loca¬ 
tion.” 

Asked about the significance of 
competing in the 25th anniversary 
series, Hayashi admits that she 
wasn’t “sentimental or anything, 
but it’s pretty cool.” 

Asked if she considered softball 
as much a social event as a sport¬ 
ing event, Hayashi agreed. “With 
slow pitch, yeah, you’re gonna see 
some smoking and drinking, with 
the sponsors being beer compa¬ 
nies. It sort of goes with the 
sport.” 

The Agouron is sponsored by a 
pharmaceutical company, adding 
a twist to the term “cocktail.” 

Texans & tracksters 

The World Series is a heated 
showdown between the best 
teams, but it’s also a friendly five- 
day event for B- and C-level 
teams, for whom fun is the focus. 

Dallas’ Pegasus Softball Associ¬ 
ation brought three teams, includ¬ 
ing the C-league Dallas Hidden 
Door Poison. Three of the team’s 
players relaxed after finishing 
competition. 

“This is my second year. Last 
year I played in Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee,” said Ben Johnston of Hid¬ 
den Door Poison. “We went to 
Toronto last year, but didn’t do 
near as well. This is a lot more fun, 
too.” His team finished second in 
its division. 

Stan Smith prefers softball, 
“but I also do a little track and 
field,” perhaps to cross-train. “I’m 
not worried about the beer! I can 
handle the beer!” he joked. 

For Danny Ray, “It’s the first 
big gay sports event I’ve been to. 
It’s been fun.” The men were also 
promoting their own tournament 
October 6-9 in Dallas. 

Asked if they’re relieved to 
have their former governor finally 
leave his Texas ranch after a 
month long vacation from his 
presidential impersonation, the 
men laughed. Joked Johnston, 
“That was our form of punish¬ 
ment; send him to Washington!”

for the sensitivity and dedication 
they brought to his case. Begoon 
said the only negative interaction 
he had was with the two para¬ 
medics who arrived at his apart¬ 
ment shortly after he called police. 
He said that although he thought 
both men were gay, he found 
them to be insensitive, judgmen¬ 
tal, and unsympathetic. 

On Wednesday, the day after 
Begoon was attacked, at least two 
people phoned police to say that 
they spotted Ezerski in San Fran¬ 
cisco after seeing his picture Sat¬ 
urday night on America’s Most 
Wanted. That promoted authori¬ 
ties to alert the Bay Area media 
late Wednesday afternoon that Ez¬ 
erski may be in San Francisco. 

Several of Begoon’s friends 
phoned him that night after they 
recognized Ezerski when they saw 
his picture on local TV news 
shows. Begoon phoned the police 
and FBI that night but got no re¬ 
sponse. The person who answered 
the phone at the FBI office in San 
Francisco told Begoon a message 
would be passed along to an 
agent. The San Francisco Police 
detective who was assigned to Be¬ 
goon’s case had already gone 
home for the day. 

Spotted at bowling alley 

That Wednesday night, Ezerski 
went bowling. He arrived at Serra 
Bowl in Daly City with Troy 
Young, 37, a San Francisco man 
on probation for a drug crime. 
Young was part of a gay bowling 
league that plays there on

“He looked kind of strange,

Dangermond saw Ezerski leave 
that night with Young but at the 
time he hadn’t seen the news sto¬ 
ries reporting that Ezerski was 
spotted in the Bay Area. 

Meanwhile, the next morning, 
Thursday, August 16, at 8 a.m., Be¬ 
goon phoned the FBI back. An 
agent called him back 15 minutes 
later and showed up at his apart¬ 
ment shortly after that. Begoon 
did some detective work on his 
own and was able to get the li¬ 
cense plate number of Ezerski’s 
car from the garage where he 
parked it Saturday night. Because 
he uses the garage himself, he 
knew that the attendants issue a 
ticket for each car. The attendant 
was able to retrieve the license 
plate number from their file. With 
the license plate number and 
matching fingerprints, police were 
able to make a positive identifica¬ 
tion of Ezerski. 

Later that Thursday, Danger¬ 
mond alerted police after seeing 
media reports and getting calls 
from friends who also saw the sto¬ 
ries with Ezerski’s mug shot and 
car description. Police say Dan- 
germond’s tip was critical to in¬ 
vestigators tracking down Ezerski.

17, police were alerted to Ezerski’s 
car, parked on Russian Hill. They 
spent the next several hours on an

undercover surveillance of the car, 
in case he returned. 

Meanwhile, police and the FBI 
were hot on Ezerski and Young’s 
trail. Someone tipped investiga¬ 
tors that the pair was headed to 
Reno in a U-Haul truck. 

Investigators learned that 
Young was registered at the Holi¬ 
day Inn in Reno. They watched 
and waited Friday night. They saw 
Young leave the room to go to a 
Dairy Queen restaurant. When he 
left with two drinks to take back 
to the hotel, they knew that Ezer¬ 
ski was probably still in the room. 
Agents approached Ezerski first in 
the hotel room. 

“I’m Adam. I’m the person 
you’re looking for,” was Ezerski’s 
response to the detectives at his 
door, according to the FBI. 

Young was arrested in the hotel 
parking lot. 

Both men could be extradited 
from Reno as early as this week, 
Ezerski back to Florida and Young 
back to San Francisco. 

According to Fort Lauderdale 
Police, Ezerski denied killing the 
older man, Sicherer, but admitted 
killing Martilotto, saying he did in 
it self defense after a drunken Mar¬ 
tilotto attacked him. Police say Ez¬ 
erski admitted attacking Begoon. 

Police say they don’t know 
whether Young will be charged 
with harboring a fugitive because 
they don’t know whether he knew 
Ezerski was running from the law. 

Begoon, meanwhile, is philo¬ 
sophical about his brush with 
death. He said he’s noticed that 
trying times in his life eventually 
lead to something positive. 

“God’s not through with me 
yet,” he said. ▼

avid Hockney is a lifestyle artist. The colorful, exuberant gestures of his 
paintings and photographs often depict his fabulous homes, pools, travels, 
friends, pets and youthful male friends. His pictures offer us views into a 
world that’s enviable. Hockney seems to have a perpetually sunny psycholo¬ 
gy, great wit, good taste, an ability to turn simple things into lush high art, and 
the skill of a gracious host — his work suggests he has scads of illustrious 
friends. Hockney is a gracious artist; looking at his work, you can’t help but feel as if 
you’re invited into the fold, that you’re part of a gay, urbane, art-world elite that he ex¬ 
ists within so comfortably. 

When he depicts his world in painting form, the fabulousness somehow seems em¬ 
bellished, artfully tweaked and made more vibrant with bigger splashes of color and more 
sensuous curves. His reality is imbued with electric Fauvist color schemes and playfully 
skewed, often Cubist perspectives. 

But throughout his career, Hockney has also worked with photography, for painting stud¬ 
ies and for finished photo pieces, and"the medium inherently implies a greater sense of real¬ 
ism. One of the most wonderful aspects of the highly popular traveling retrospective of his 
photographic works now at LA’s Museum of Contemporary Art is that there’s such a thin divi¬ 
sion between camera-based works and his paintings and drawings. It’s a feast of an exhibition, 
filled with single-frame Polaroids of pals, and the often breathtaking photocollages, a technique 
he popularized (who hasn’t made a multi-snapshot panorama while on a road trip after seeing

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Catholic tastes 

'Avow' playwright Bill C. Davis

|f% ne of the gay characters in 
U Bill C. Davis’ play Avow de- 
w- scribes himself and his lover 
as “salad-bar” Catholics: “We take 
what we feel will nourish us, and 
leave the rest alone.” 

Davis, whose best-known play 
is Mass Appeal, is also in a rela¬ 
tionship that breaks the rules of 
the Catholic Church. Yes, he said, 
he probably is a salad-bar 
Catholic, though he finds the 
term a little flip to describe his 
own beliefs. 

“The Church is less a club than 
it is something that is both inter¬ 
nal and external,” he said. “It’s not 
like being part of the Boy Scouts 
or the VFW. I do think that indi¬ 
vidual members of the Church 
can witness to something spiritu¬ 
ally, and the Church has an oblig¬ 
ation to respond to that.” 

In Avow, opening this week at 
the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center, a gay couple asks a pro¬ 
gressive priest to bless their union, 
a request that has unexpected 
ramifications that extend beyond 
just the priest and the couple. 

When the played opened in 
New York last year, the critic for 
The New York Times called it “a 
broadside against the Roman 
Catholic Church [that] ridicules 
the attitudes of the Church to¬ 
ward gays, unwed mother and 
priestly celibacy.” 

Davis, who doesn’t read re¬ 
views, was aghast when he heard 
what the Times had said. “That’s 
such a misinformed, prejudiced 
response to the play,” he said dur¬ 
ing a summer visit to San Francis¬ 
co, “because that’s absolutely what 
the play is not doing. I feel it por¬ 
trays the priests in the play as very 
human and loving and caring and 
non-judgmental, the opposite of 
what usually happens with priests 
on stage.” 

In Mass Appeal, seen on 
Broadway in the early ’80s, Davis 
created a conflict between two 
priests: an avuncular older clergy¬ 
man who knows how to give his 
parishioners what they want, and 
a energetic younger priest with a 
bisexual past who wants to stir 
things up. 

While it may seem Davis is 
committed to religious themes, 
none of his plays between Mass 
Appeal and Avow has explored is¬ 
sues of the Church. Dancing in the 
End-Zone, for example, looked at 
college football as a metaphor for 
war, while Spine examined a fam¬ 
ily torn apart by cancer. And after 
his visit to San Francisco, he was 
headed to Los Angeles to work on 
a musical version of Invasion of 
the Body Snatchers. 

The 49-year-old Davis was 


raised and schooled as a Catholic 
in Poughkeepsie, NY, where his 
future first began to reveal itself. 
“The chemistry teacher directed 
me in a play, The Diary of Anne 
Frank, and I just kept changing 
the lines, rewriting them and ex¬ 
tending my part,” he said. “He fi¬ 
nally told me I couldn’t do that, 
but it was my first inclination that 
I like to write dialogue.” 

The same teacher, a Catholic 
brother, also went to bat for Davis 
when he wrote a play that the 
school refused to produce because 
of its sexual nature. Davis came to 
find affirmation for his own spir¬ 
itual pondering in the Church’s 
thoughtful renegades. 

“The ones I was drawn to were 
somewhat radical but also had a 
respect for the teachings of the 
Church,” he said, “so there was 
this struggle going on with them, 
and with me, too. I’d listen to 
them, trying to understand and 
go forward, rather than just going 
against the Church completely. 
My first response was to say, 
‘They’re just a bunch of repressed 
psychotics.’ And I still think that 
way sometimes.” 

While the subject retains a per¬ 
sonal pull on Davis, he also sees 
the Catholic Church as fertile dra¬ 
matic territory. “It’s so slow to 
change that it’s a safe bet to write 
about the Church, because the 
play will last for a while,” he said. 
“And I think it’s always interesting 
to balance sexual passion with 
spirituality.” 

In Avow, the character Brian 


wants to be part of the Church 
while still challenging its anti-gay 
rules, but his partner Tom wants 
to obey the Church, even to the 
point of celibacy, because he has 
come to think that is a virtue. “The 
Church is in Brian and Tom’s 
DNA, and one step to freedom is 
to be able to shape this thing that 
is shaping them,” Davis said. “I 
think what Brian does is brave and 
heroic, and Tom is just human and 
frail and maybe the victim of in¬ 
ternalized homophobia.” 

Davis has been in two 
longterm relationships with men, 
currently for five years with a chef 
with whom he shares a home in 
Connecticut. Even so, he is un¬ 
comfortable calling himself gay. 
“To say I’m gay, it’s like saying 
there’s this condition I have,” he 
said. “I’d rather say, ‘I’m with 
Greg.’ Who knows? Maybe in five 
years, I’ll want to be with a 
woman.” 

Davis is also wary of being 
pegged as a writer with an agen¬ 
da. “I don’t think I am writing 
from some particular agenda,” he 
said. “I think if I was married and 
had 10 kids, I would still look at 
the situation of gay marriages and 
find it incredibly interesting. The 
fact that it would be denied to 
people is both criminal and dra¬ 
matic.” ▼

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Channeling Barbra 

Brinberg does Streisand in loving homage

I f Barbra Streisand really does 
stick to her decision to retire 
from concerts, Steven Brinberg 
isn’t worried. “I won’t have as 
many concert gowns to 
copy,” he said, “but it 
makes me more valu¬ 
able because I’m your 
only option to see Bar¬ 
bra live.” 

Brinberg, opening 
this week at the New 
Conservatory Theatre 
Center, has been 
making his living by 
recreating 
Streisand’s voice 
and personality in theaters and 
cabarets since 1993. But unlike 
Jim Bailey, who offers a literal car¬ 
bon copy of the superstar, Brin¬ 
berg adds a little edge to his Bar¬ 
bra. 

“I feel I’m qualified to poke 
fun at her because I really love her, 
and I think that comes across,” 


Brinberg said. “I also only poke 
fun at things that I think are fair 
game, like her perfectionism, but I 
don’t poke fun at the way she 
looks, and I completely steer away 
from her son.” 

Billed as Simply Barbra, the 
production is struc¬ 
tured as a Streisand 
concert with both pat¬ 
ter and songs, though 
the lyrics to some of her 
signature tunes may be 
altered, and some of the 
songs are definitely not 
in the Streisand song- 
book. 

“I do them as 
she would do 
them,” Brinberg 
said, “because I know where she 
would breathe, and I know where 
she’d hold note.” 

Brinberg discovered his ability 
at vocal mimicry while growing 
up in the Bronx, and even in his 
Streisand show he gets to display 
his other voices. “Within the con¬ 
text of the show,” he said, “I do

While Brinberg has been called 
everything from a drag diva to a 
gender illusionist, he prefers an¬ 
other description: actor. “I just 
feel like I’m an actor,” he said. 
“And this just happens to be the 
part I’m playing. And it is a part, 
not a lifestyle. I never put on any 
women’s clothing unless I’m 
going on the stage.” 

Even so, what he does for a liv¬ 
ing has complicated his dating 
life. “I haven’t quite found that 
person who’s fond of the visual 
when I’m all made up,” he said. 
“I’m proud of what I do and I re¬ 
ally think I’m good it. If someone 
has a problem with it, it’s unfor¬ 
tunate. But hopefully I’ll find my 
James Brolin. Maybe in San Fran¬ 
cisco.”

Marx as a child. But while kibitz¬ 
ing with audiences at poetry 
slams in the Boston area, this 
Latina lesbian found herself 
sometimes falling into a Groucho 
groove. 

Friends suggested she develop 
a one-woman show as the musta¬ 
chioed comedian, and one came 
up with the idea of having Grou¬ 
cho wake up one day as a Latina 
lesbian.

Mini-review: McKechnie 

Donna McKechnie brought 
her one-woman show to the Al¬ 
cazar Theatre last week, and sorry 
to say, it’s not ready for prime 
time. The two-act personal and 
career retrospective was seldom 
more than mildly entertaining, 
and despite her efforts to share 
her darker moments with us, it re¬ 
mained frustratingly superficial. 

The first act began brightly 
enough (but with no help from 
the atrocious stage lighting), with 
McKechnie trying to find the 
right opening number, and con¬ 
tinued in this fashion as she mu¬ 
sically paid tribute to Hollywood’s 
dreammakers. But by the end of 
the first act, McKechnie had 
veered into unabsorbing personal 
stories punctuated with vaguely 
relevant songs. 

The second act was much 
more career-oriented, as she took 
us through her Broadway credits, 
offering up genial anecdotes and 
performing song-and-dance 
snapshots of her work. But when 
she got to “If My Friends Could 
See Me Now” from Sweet Charity, 
it finally revealed a likable per¬ 
former without that extra some¬ 
thing that creates a star. 

That’s why her role in A Cho¬ 
rus Line of Cassie — a dynamic 
dancer who couldn’t quite take the 
next step — fit her so well. But her 
effort at recreating Cassie’s signa¬ 
ture solo on “The Music and the 
Mirror” was ill-advised all these 
years later. It undercut the best 
memory we have of McKechnie.

ark Adamo’s name is 
about to be known across 
America. On Wednesday, 
August 29, PBS will televise his 
operatic adaptation of Louisa 
May Alcott’s classic novel, Little 
Women. This week, the Houston 
Grand Opera recording of the 
work (Ondine) arrives in stores. 

One listen to Little Womens de¬ 
lightful assemblage of arias, duets, 
and quartets explains why the 39- 
year-old composer is experiencing 
such extraordinary success. Adamo 
has managed to distill into his en¬ 
gaging libretto and score what he 
terms “the plethora of events that 
Alcott piles into her tidy morality 
tale for young readers. 

“If you have ever heard or ut¬ 
tered the words, ‘I think I’ve out¬ 
grown this relationship,’ then Lit¬ 
tle Women is about your life,” ex¬ 
plained Adamo in a recent inter¬ 
view. 

“All the movement in the work 
is psychological. It’s entirely about 
people changing their perspec¬ 
tives. Even though there are a fair 
number of incidents, the real plot 
is psychological. It’s about a 
woman who is learning to let go. 

“Jo is constantly being con¬ 
fronted with the music of change, 
and resisting with musical stasis. 
In trying to sketch out a way this 
would sound, I placed all of the 
intertwining incidents in a kind of 
tonal foreground against a non- 
tonal background. This enabled 
me to have the best of a number 
of worlds. The non-tonal materi¬ 
als allow me to inflect the words

miere, he realized “there were too 
many people who believed in 
what I did for them all to be delu¬ 
sional.”

absolutely to the last degree, so 
that every harmonic change, every 
change of register, every leap or 
repeated note completely follows 
the conversation.” 

Happily, the original 1998 
Houston Grand Opera cast boast¬ 
ed fine young singers who could 
also act. Two arias were written 
specifically for lead mezzosopra- 
no Stephanie Novacek, while an¬ 
other was composed with mezzo 
Joyce DiDonato’s voice in mind. 

Just a few years ago, Adamo ex¬ 
pected his life to take him more 
into the theater than the opera 
house. “If I was going to follow 
anyone’s footsteps, I thought it 
would be Stephen Sondheim 
rather than Samuel Barber.” Yet 
even as he worked as a music crit¬ 
ic for the Washington Post, com¬ 
missions began coming in. 

“Somehow I didn’t think of 
myself as a composer. I was puz¬ 
zled that I was being asked, be¬ 
cause I thought, ‘Surely these peo¬ 
ple know that while I’m trying to 
do as best as I can, it’s not Mahler.’” 

Cities of ‘Women’ 

In 1994, however, Adamo dis¬ 
covered himself writing a 40- 
minute AIDS memorial for voice 
and orchestra. After its 1995 pre-

Adamo has recently been ap¬ 
pointed composer-in-residence 
for NYCO. 

He is also half of our second 
two-husband team of opera com¬ 
posers (the first being Samuel 
Barber and Gian Carlo Menotti). 
Adamo met John Corigliano, 63, 
composer of the nationally tele¬ 
vised The Ghosts of Versailles and 
the moving AIDS Symphony No. 
1, in November 1995. 

“When I read John’s interviews 
and saw his photos, I said, ‘Here’s 
a man who wants you to know 
how beautiful and intelligent he 
is. He’ll probably be a great big 
piece of work if I ever meet him.’” 
Two months after they were in¬ 
troduced, they moved in together. 

Both men understand that 
opera is a living art form. “There 
does not need to be a conflict be¬ 
tween entertainment and fresh 
art,” says Adamo.

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Kevin Smith strikes back 

Back to New Jersey with Jay and Silent Bob

jl ’m all alone with one of the 

funniest men in the world. 
1 Kevin Smith sits in the pent¬ 
house suite of San Francisco’s 
Prescott Hotel, working his way 
through a hardpack of Marlboro 
Menthol Lights. Some have called 
Smith the comic poet of male 
anxiety, skewering what men are 
afraid of with women and with 
each other. Others have dismissed 
him as just the king of cock and 
fart jokes, but most critics agree 
that Smith’s five comedies have 
uniquely zeroed in on the hazards 
of male bonding. 

By the end of Clerks, Smith’s 
uproarious saga of convenience 
store-worker Dante (as in, 
trapped in Hell) Hicks, forced to 
endure a 16-hour shift in a New 
Jersey Quickstop, it’s clear that the 
real love of Dante’s life may not be 
his cocksucking girlfriends but his 
buddy and fellow clerk Randal. 
Smith concedes that the homo- 
erotic subtext of Clerks was at the 
time of its shooting unclear to the 
actors playing Dante and Randal, 
Brian O’Halloran and Jeff Ander¬ 
son. “There was one point where 
that movie was in danger of not 
being what it is today when I was 
going to play Randal myself, and 
that’s why Randal has all the best 
jokes in the movie. But the key to 
[the gay humor] was that it was 
never played consciously. I re¬ 
member after the movie, when we 
were editing, I was telling Jeff, 
‘The homoerotic content of this 
movie really comes through in 
your performance.’ And he said, 
‘What are you talking about?’ ‘I 
mean that you’re kind of in love 
with Dante.’‘Am I? What?’ 

“I mean, we didn’t trick them 
into doing it, but I think if he had 
known in advance that that’s what 
he was supposed to be doing, it 
might have telegraphed too 
broadly, or he might not even 
have wanted to do it. Going in 
there and just doing it as written, 
without going into the inner mo¬ 
tivations of each character and re¬ 
ally getting all actorly with it, it 
plays like a charm.” 

Smith adds that the same ap¬ 
proach applied even more to his 


third film, Chasing Amy, where 
the cartoonist played by Ben Af¬ 
fleck falls in love with a lesbian 
comic-book artist (Joey Lauren 
Adams) while his partner (Jason 
Lee) has a jealous hissyfit. “I was 
never drilling Ben and Jason to 
‘play it up that you love that guy, 
and when Ben goes for that kiss,’ 
but it kind of comes through in 
the performance. That’s a credit to 
the actors, because it really just 
lays on the page otherwise.” 

Male on male 

Smith notes that the gay- 
friendly tone of his films comes 
from his basic take on male-to- 
male relationships. “I’ve always 
found them to be this weird di¬ 
chotomy of, of course typical 
male-bonding, but just this weird 
kind of unspoken marriage of 
sorts. When you hang out with a 
guy for years, you are essentially 
married, girls come in-between 
you, it is a cat-fight of sorts. That’s 
jealousy. That male-male jealousy 
exists, and I always felt that’s 
something fun to talk about. I’ve 
had relationships with guys 
where, yeah, I got absolutely jeal¬ 
ous when somebody came into 
the mix. 

“Or relationships that were not 
as comfortable as the girl-girl col¬ 
lege relationships you hear about, 
where they wind up a tussle in the 
bed, and they’re like, ‘God, what 
happened? That was weird.’ Girl- 
girl relationships are so great be¬ 
cause you can get away with cross¬ 
ing the line and nobody really 
paints you as some kind of social 
pariah. The male-male version of 
that is dangerous because people 
tend to label you gay. I always 
thought that was really unfair — 
how come the girls can get away 
with it, and the guys can’t get away 
with it, if they’re so inclined?” 

Smith says that his latest 
Quickstop opus, Jay and Silent 
Bob Strike Back, is the last of the 
Clerks cycle. “I will still be making 
comedies, but the big difference is 
we won’t be making comedies 
that feature characters from the 
last five movies. It’s time to put a 
cap on all the interconnected 
movies before it all gets too inces¬ 
tuous.” Smith remembers the im¬ 
pulse to stick a scene with his lov¬ 


able monsters, Jay and Silent Bob, 
into Chasing Amy, just as he was 
afraid, “‘I’m getting so touchy- 
feely, the people who loved Clerks 
and Mallrats aren’t going to like 
this.’ So I put Jay and Bob in there 
as a safety net. But I’ve often won¬ 
dered if I hadn’t used Jay and 
Silent Bob as a crutch, what kind 
of a movie it would have been.” 

Lesbian line 

While noting that he hung out 
with the Go Fish posse when both 
the breakthrough lesbian comedy 
and Clerks were showing at Sun¬ 
dance in ’94, Smith claims that 
most of the inspiration for his 
character of Alyssa, the dyke who 
crosses the line, came from actress 
Joey Lauren Adams, although he 
admits that Guin Turner of Go 
Fish was consulted on the accura¬ 
cy of certain sexual situations he 
dreamed up for Chasing Amy. 
“There was one thing there where 
we talked about ‘tongue-fucking,’ 
and she said, ‘What’s that? I’ve 
never heard of that before.’ I said, 
‘Alright, I’ll take that out of the 
script.’ 

“From the get-go she said, 
‘Look, it’s real good, but you’re 
going to piss off some lesbians 


who believe there’s no such thing 
as going back and forth. You are 
or you’re not.’ You know, in the 
gay community, there’s that bias 
against the bi community. And it’s 
true there are women like Alyssa 
out there. That’s where we got 
into a tiny bit of trouble. One of 
the negative reviews said, ‘This is 
the typical male horseshit of the 
lesbian who’s converted by the 
man.’ Some people feel I was just 
roasting the old chestnut that all 
some lesbians need is a real good

their lesbian neighbors is playing 
at the Larkspur Cafe Theatre 
through Sept. 8.

hardy fuck by the right guy. That 
kind of bugged me because I was 
so not saying that and would 
never say that. I don’t believe in 
the power of male prowess to that 
degree, or to any degree at all.” 

The penultimate gay-friendly 
moment comes when two current 
teen stars (Jason Biggs of Ameri¬ 
can Pie and James Van der Beek of 
Dawsons Creek) have a debate on 
homophobia. “Jay and Silent Bob 
are in a corner talking, and Jason 
Biggs says, ‘What’s with the weird 
gay huddle?’ And James says, 
“Gay. What’s gay about it? Why 
are you such a homophobe?’ Ac¬ 
knowledging the humor in the 
movie and defanging it at the 
same time.” 

Smith winces at a recent barb 
from GLAAD calling his work ho¬ 
mophobic. “How can our entire 
body of work, which has always 
been very gay-friendly, with Chas¬ 
ing Amy being the top of the pyra¬ 
mid, how can there be a homo- 
phobic movie in that mix, when 
you have a moment in this movie 
where the Silent Bob character 
[Smith himself] looks at the cam¬ 
era and nods, Yeah, he would suck 
Jay’s dick. 

“I hope I’m not spoiling any¬ 
thing for anybody. So it was really 
disconcerting to get that 
[GLAAD] letter, because if there’s 
a side, I’m on yours. This is not 
the movie to go after.” ▼

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Picking up the pieces 



French youth

P*irst love, summer love, and 
7 ' coming out to yourself and to 
i your family are often bitter¬ 
sweet experiences that can have a 
lasting impact on one’s life. These 
themes are explored in S£bastien 
Lifshitz’s French-language film 
Come Undone (Presque Rien), 
which opens at the Lumiere on 
Friday, August 24. 

The movie does not follow tra¬ 
ditional dramatic structure. In¬ 
stead, it moves back and forth in 
time, raising questions but not nec¬ 
essarily answering them. The story 
begins with Mathieu (Jeremie 
Elkaim) waiting for a train and 
talking into a small tape recorder. 
We don’t know whom he is ad¬ 
dressing when he says that it feels 
strange going back without “you.” 

We soon flash to a summer day 
at the beach, near Nantes in West¬ 
ern France. Mathieu and his sister 
Sarah (Laetitia Legrix) and a 
woman named Annick (Marie 
Matheron), who seems to be a 
housekeeper/friend of the family, 
are together. Mathieu makes eye 
contact with Cedric (Stephane 
Rideau of Wild Reeds), who fol¬ 
lows him home one day. The two 
meet later that evening in the 
woods near the beach. They ac¬ 
knowledge their mutual attrac¬ 
tion and, after a little tenseness, 
begin to kiss. 

The next day at the seashore, 
Cedric approaches Mathieu, who 
shuns him, sending him away,

fearing that his family will learn 
about them. Enraged, Cedric be¬ 
comes abusive. Later, Mathieu 
finds Cedric, apologizes, and they 
resume their intense lovemaking 
and mutual discovery. Cedric has 
been out longer, is about a year 
older (19), and briefly worked as 
a hustler. He has dropped out of 
school and has a low-paying job 
at a food stand near the beach’s 
amusement park. Mathieu will be 
entering college at summer’s end. 

For a while, mutual attraction 
and the joy of first love gloss over 
class differences and aspirations. 
But things go wrong. The story 
shifts to Mathieu’s being treated 
in a hospital for a suicide attempt. 
Cedric has been to see him, but 
Mathieu has refused to meet with 
him. The sympathetic psychiatrist 
(Rejane Kerdaffrec) tries to get 
Mathieu to open up, but he re¬ 
mains silent. 

The kaleidoscopic recollections 
of important events and actions 
include Mathieu’s coming out to 
his sympathetic mother (Do¬ 
minique Reymond), postponing 
school to move in with Cedric in 
Nantes, and becoming friends with 
Cedric’s ex-lover Pierre (Nils 
Ohlund). There are also more ro¬ 
mantic and erotic interludes be¬ 
tween the two young men. This 
structure is often frustrating. What 
holds the film together and keeps 
the viewer interested are the cen¬ 
tral characters, especially Mathieu. 

Elkaim’s complex performance 
captures Mathieu’s youthful self¬ 
involvement, his joy at acknowl¬ 


edging his sexuality, his passion 
for Cedric, his anxiety about wor¬ 
rying his mother, who is suffering 
from a major depression follow¬ 
ing the death of his three-year-old 
brother, and his often hostile rela¬ 
tionship with his sister. He is slim, 
with a melancholy handsomeness 
that makes his smiles all the more 
electric. By revealing only bits and 
pieces of himself, Mathieu be¬ 
comes as fascinating as the stray 
cat he finds and befriends. At 
times he resembles a Mannerist 
portrait, perhaps by El Greco, 
working in a sensual rather than 
spiritual mood. 

Rideau’s Cedric is a splendid 
contrast. He is more direct, more 
earthy, more muscular than 
Mathieu, and more driven by lust. 
He is also skeptical of families — 


his mother left when he was five, 
and he hasn’t seen her since; his 
father, who accepts his orientation 
comfortably enough, has had a 
string of girlfriends. Cedric has 
long been on his own, and it has 
hardened him, yet his joy in se¬ 
ducing and falling in love with 
Mathieu reflect a romantic side at 
odds with his previous experi¬ 
ences. He is not an intellectual, 
not especially cultured,' while 
Mathieu may be both, or may as¬ 
pire to both. But Cedric is smart 
enough to enjoy the moment and 
not worry much about the future. 
The love scenes between the two 


are beautifully filmed and con¬ 
vincingly acted. 

Because of the movie’s struc¬ 
ture, viewers will leave the theatre 
with more questions than when 
they came in, which many will 
find frustrating and annoying. 
Those who can accept that not all 
questions can or need be an¬ 
swered should find the characters 
engaging enough to make this a 
memorable experience. Depend¬ 
ing on one’s perspective, Lifshitz’s 
film (co-authored with Stephane 
Bouquet) may seem an intriguing 
mystery or a sphinx without an 
especially interesting secret. ▼

tered corpse and a gaggle of older 
male poets as suspects. 

“Most of the poets I get to 
meet are big, ugly pricks,” Jill con¬ 
fides to Diana in a line that neatly 
sums up Monkey's Mask's sexual 
politics. The film’s bedside man¬ 
ner is its greatest selling point, and 
there’s no doubt that Jill and 
Diana’s relationship has the req¬ 
uisite snap, crackle and pop. Jill is 
a hard-as-nails girl who doesn’t 
shave her armpits, and lets her 
lover shave her legs. Even lesbian 
bed death becomes fodder for 
post-coital chatter as Jill confides 
to Diana that she and her previ¬ 
ous girlfriend read to each other 
until the onset of ennui. Diana 
purrs, “I promise I won’t be like 
Beatrix Potter.” 

Solving the mystery behind 
The Monkey's Mask is not quite as 
much fun as figuring out if and 
when Jill will escape the gravita¬ 
tional pull of the Ice Queen, but 
there is a techno trick or two up 
Jill’s sleeve that will keep you 
guessing. Lang does a nice job of 
juggling Jill’s working-class rough 
edges against the pretentious 
yearnings of young poets on the 
make. As Diana dismissively sums 
up her poetry class, “All the girls 
want to be Sylvia Plath without 
the loony bin.” 

Hardcore Aussie film buffs will 
appreciate the cameo role of vet¬ 
eran actor Chris Haywood as Jill’s 
incorrigibly boozy father waking 
up in her office in his undershorts 
for “a hair of the dog.” 

The life of an artist is always a 
tricky chore to make both dra¬ 
matic and, at the same time, not 
unintentionally funny. Lang and 
company do a good job of point¬ 
ing out where they hope the 
laughs are as they walk a fine line 
between good and bad poetry. 
While most of the male characters 
(pompous poets as well as surly 
pricks) come off a tad one-dimen¬ 
sional and silly, that is the risk with 
melodrama. On the plus side is 
Porter’s nervy performance as Jill, 
nicely framed in larger-than-life 
closeups by Garry Philips’ camera. 

Ultimately, we can be thankful 
for what The Monkey's Mask isn’t 
— last year’s luridly cheesy Ellen 
Barkin vehicle Mercy, with its 
wildly exploitative and risible de¬ 
piction of S/M lipstick lesbians. T

an ultra-postmodern English pro¬ 
fessor ready to shag street-smart 
lesbian private dick Jill Fitzgerald 
(Susie Porter), and you have an 
idea of what to expect from The 
Monkey's Mask, Samantha Lang’s 
saucy, noirish thriller that serves 
up murder at a poetry slam. 
Opening Friday at the Castro 
Theatre, The Monkey's Mask is 
freely adapted from Australian 
author Dorothy Porter’s experi¬ 
mental mystery composed in nar¬ 
rative verse. 

Lang, whose unsettling ro¬ 
mantic suspense drama The Well 
plotted the misadventures of a 
middle-aged spinster trying to 
hold onto a fickle younger woman 
on a harsh ranch in the outback, 
decided to eschew the more dar¬ 
ing choice of rendering Monkey's 
Mask in verse. Instead, she uses a 
high-tech film palette of bluish- 
gray, combined with sharply jar¬ 
ring cuts — as when Jill learns 
about the murder of a young girl 
on her car phone just as she turns 
the wheel to avoid oncoming 
headlights around a sharp curve. 
Annie Kennedy’s script trans¬ 
forms some of Porter’s poetry 
into Raymond Chandler-like 
hard-boiled narration for Jill: “I 
never knew poetry was about 
opening your legs one minute,/ 
Opening your grave the next.” 

Like Nicholson’s Jake Gittes, 
Jill Fitzgerald is forever behind the 
curve, always the last to know 
some vital clue in the case. And 
like Jake, part of the reason for 
Jill’s being slow on the uptake is 
her all-too-personal involvement 
with a possible suspect, McGillis’ 
super-cool Diana. 

It seems like a long time ago, 
and it was, when Kelly McGillis 
hit for Hollywood’s version of the 
cycle: four straight box office 
and/or critical hits with four hot 
young directors. She was a Rea- 
gan-era Grace Kelly, with a coolly 
pretty surface betraying a smol¬ 
dering sexual fire. For post- Top 
Gun McGillis, the sky beckoned. 
But then, for no particular reason, 
flameout. For Lang, getting 
McGillis is a coup equal to the joy 
Hitchcock would have felt if he 
could have coaxed Kelly out of re¬ 
tirement for Mamie or The Birds. 

Hard edges 

Jill’s life gets complicated when 
her search for a hard-edged young 
poetess (“I wish my cunt could 
hurt you”) turns up a badly bat-

In John Carpenter's 'Ghosts of Mars'

M ctress Pam Grier marches 
B. ^ across the planet Mars 200 
mm years in the future as Com¬ 
mander Helena Braddock in John 
Carpenter’s Ghosts of Mars, open¬ 
ing Friday. Adorned in leather 
army fatigues, a fabulous long, 
black wig, not one but two ma¬ 
chine guns, and professing her love 
towards colleague Lt. Melanie Bal¬ 
lard (Natasha Henstridge), Grier 
makes one butch lesbian warrior. 

“Playing a lesbian felt so em¬ 
powering,” Grier said in a recent 
interview. “Not only did I get to 
play a lesbian, but Mars is ruled by 
women!” 

While the film does have gay 
undertones, it could have gone 
one step further. “Mars is really 
not a red planet,” director John 
Carpenter said. “During the day¬ 
light hours, it’s pink. I didn’t think 
I could do a horror movie on a 
pink set, that’s why the film takes 
place at night.” 

Grier, who is nearly 55 but 
does not look a day over 30, said 
that the reason she thinks she has 
such a huge gay following among 
men who were old enough to ap¬ 
preciate her films from the 70s is 
“because all of my characters 
from those early films were so 
honest.” She is referring especially 
to Coffy. “There I was as Coffy,” 
she said, “this mother of five kids 
down to her last $5, and some ass¬ 
hole is going to try and steal her 
last $5. I don’t think so. I don’t 
care if you’re a woman, gay, 
straight, old or young, but if 
someone was ever going to steal 
my last $5, I’d sure as hell kick 
their ass. I played Coffy and all of 
those other roles in the 70s as if I 
were that character. She was hon¬ 
est. She did not take shit from 
anyone. 

“And gay men especially un¬ 
derstand what being honest is. I 
believe that people are born gay. 
They do not choose to be, and if 
they do, then it’s only their own 
damn business. But the point is, 
no matter the reason, most gay 
people are honest. The ones who 
are not in the closet have had to 
put up with so much shit, proba¬ 
bly more than welfare mothers 
like Coffy had to. So they appreci¬ 
ate her character’s honesty.” 

Beyond dolls 

Grier debuted on screen over 
30 years ago in Beyond the Valley 
of the Dolls, then progressed to 
more campy fare like Women in 
Cages; Black Mama, White Mama; 
Scream, Blacula, Scream; Greased 
Lightning; and Something Wicked 
this Way Comes. 

Not until director Quentin 
Tarrentino “rediscovered” her did 
Grier’s name pop up on lists of 
other A-list directors. “Quentin is 
a sweetheart. I owe him a lot,” said 
Grier. In Tarrentino’s Jackie Brown 
Grier was able to prove herself as 
a great dramatic actress. Nomi¬ 
nated for a Golden Globe for Best 
Actress in 1997, Grier seemed des¬ 
tined to get a nomination from 
the Motion Picture Academy as 
well. It wasn’t to happen. 

“I have never made a movie to 
win an award,” Grier said. “I hated 
when my friends said to me, after 
I made Jackie Brown, ‘Now you 
won’t be able to make any more B, 
C or D-list movies.’ If I was only 
going to make A-list dramas for 
the rest of my life, I’d only be 
doing one movie every 15 years, if 
I was that lucky. 


“I have no aversions to doing 
movies like Ghosts of Mars. It’s the 
type of movie that put food on 
my table 30 years ago, and I think 
I am lucky to still be able to do ac¬ 
tion films. How many other ac¬ 
tresses at my age can put a movie

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Experiencing Sandra Bernhard 

Her late-night talk show debuts on A&E

omedian Sandra Bernhard’s 
f| quick wit and teetering-on- 
the-edge style have taken 
her far. You either love her or hate 
her, but Bernhard’s public per¬ 
sona has never elicited a tepid re¬ 
sponse. A cozy cup of chamomile 
tea she’s not. But there are signs of 
a few softened edges. Can it be 
that a kinder, gentler Sandra has 
emerged? 

Look at her professional ac¬ 
complishments and you’ll see a 
woman who clearly follows her 
own muse. She’s starred in three 
one-woman shows: Without You 
I’m Nothing, the critically ac¬ 
claimed Broadway hit; I’m Still 
Here Damn It; and The Love Ma¬ 
chine, in which the performer is 
currently touring. Bernhard has 
also lent her witty, acerbic style .to 
a host of television programs, in¬ 
cluding Ally McBeal, The Larry 
Sanders Show, and Roseanne, 
where she portrayed the resident 
lesbian. 

Throw in three books, three al¬ 
bums, and an in-your-face fash¬ 
ion sense, and you’ve got a multi- 
media whirlwind. 

Now Bernhard has her new 
late-night talk show for A&E, The 
Sandra Bernhard Experience, in 
the can. It will be unleashed on 
the viewing public for five consec¬ 
utive nights beginning Monday, 
August 27 at 11 p.m. The show, 
which she likens to the old Dick 


Cavett Show, evolved from a talk 
show she did on the Internet last 
year and will not follow a “forced, 
pre-interviewed sound-bite style.” 

“I know from performing live 
what grabs the audience,” Bern- 
hard said in her rapid-fire, self-as¬ 
sured style. “You’re not going to 
hear about what happened in the 
news today. You’re gonna hear 
more about what happened when 
we were kids. The kind of stuff 
that is evocative and fun and 
weird. You get to see a side of peo¬ 
ple you don’t normally get to see: 
relaxed, intimate and talking 
about a wide variety of ideas. It’s 
just a really unique form. And 
when the guest is musical, and 
they want to get up and do some¬ 
thing, they get up. I did some stuff 
with Chrissie Hynde, I did a song 
with her. You feel like it’s live, you 
feel the energy.” 

Other guests on the first five 
shows include Boy George, Lea 
DeLaria, Edie Falco, Steven Van 
Zandt and Gloria Steinem. And 
while Bernhard’s guest list is gen¬ 
erously peppered with gay and 
lesbian performers, don’t look for 
sexuality as a focal point for dis¬ 
cussion. 

“It’s really not about that,” 
Bernhard asserted. “I mean, the 
nuances are there.” About DeLar¬ 
ia, she said, “A lot of times the 
whole gay thing has thrown peo¬ 
ple off the track of her real talent. 
I’m of the mind that people are al¬ 
ready clued in to that. Let’s go the 
next step up and showcase peo-

pie’s talents, not their sexuality. 
Not just for gay entertainers, but 
for everybody. We don’t want to 
see the cliches.” 

Asked if she ever yearned for an 
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ordinary life, say as a checker at a 
WalMart in Kansas City, Bernhard 
• replied, “Oh no, never. I have a lot 
of compassion, and I think those 
people are fabulous, I like to ob¬ 
serve them. But I never wanted that. 
I don’t want to be anonymous.” 

Hard drive 

Not surprisingly, her public 
and private selves are pretty much 
a matched pair. “It’s a fine line,” 
she said without pause. “Obvious¬ 
ly I like to hang out and be quiet 


sometimes, but not very often. 
I’ve been known to chill a little 
bit. But everything you see there 
[onstage] is a reflection of who I 
am and the drive I have every day 
of my life.” 

Perhaps it’s the responsibilities 
of motherhood — Bernhard has 
a baby, Cicely — or the wisdom 
and confidence that come with 
maturity that make her seem a bit 
toned-down of late. Consider her 
description of an ideal day, for ex¬ 
ample: “I like to sleep ’til nine if I 
can,” she said. “I like to go to the 
gym, go out for breakfast and 
hang out with my baby. We hit the 
road and go to the park. I’ll hang 
out with friends and do work and 
do some writing. It’s just a day 
that flows.” 

Even her approach to satire has 
become more thoughtful, al¬ 
though without losing that well- 
known knife edge. “No, I never 
want to see anybody bleed,” Bern- 
hard stated adamantly. “I’d like to 
see some people become a little 
more aware. The only people that 
I really take the piss out of are 
people that I think can handle it. 
I’m not going for cheap shots. It’s 
not about denigrating people. It’s 
about trying to get people to be 
better.” 

Looking into the future, the 
eclectic diva had this to say: “The 
idea is to do this [TV] show for a 
while,” Bernhard mused, “and in- 
between, I hope some interesting 
film roles come along that are a 
little more multidimensional and 
emotional and complex. I would 
imagine another book sometime 
in the next couple of years, and 
more musical projects, and just a 
good dose of honesty and love.” 

Could it be that in the new 
millennium, Sandra Bernhard is 
on her way to becoming a cozy 
cup of chamomile tea after all? ▼

Groovy Bob: The Life and Times 
of Robert Fraser by Harriet

.*|She late Robert Fraser will 
hardly be a household name 
m to American readers. But the 
recent release of his biography, 
first published in England in 
1999, illuminates the swinging 
London milieu of the late 1960s 
in an unprecedented way. Fraser, 
the product of an English public 
school education, was a bit of a 
ne’er-do-well for most of his “for¬ 
mative” years. His wealthy par¬ 
ents, both Christian Scientists, 
made sure that he attended Eton 
to receive the requisite prepara¬ 
tion to assume his duties to the 
ruling class of the British Empire. 
Most of his years at Eton, he spe¬ 
cialized in buggering boys, a prac¬ 
tice he continued during his brief 
stint in the military. 

But somewhere along the way, 
Fraser developed a passion for 
modern art, and a keen eye for 
recognizing future luminaries 
while they were still struggling. 
After apprenticing at the Guggen¬ 
heim and a private gallery in New 
York, he returned home to Lon¬ 
don and opened The Robert Fras¬ 
er Gallery in 1962. It was the 
venue for modern art in Britain, 


and Fraser’s rise coincided with 
the British musical revolution of 
1964. The Beatles and the Rolling 
Stones became personal friends 
and clients, and Fraser served as 
art director for the memorable 
cover of the Beatles’ album 
Sergeant Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band. 

But a brilliant eye for talented 
artists and nubile young boys 
with large penises did not make 
Fraser a good businessman. His 
gallery closed in 1969, heavily in 
debt, just after Fraser was arrested 
at the age of 30 for heroin posses¬ 
sion (with Mick Jagger) and sent 
to prison for six months. His drug

j| M ate Christensen is definitely 
% not a gay man, but she cer- 
I m tainly writes like one in her 
wonderfully sharp, charming sec¬ 
ond novel Jeremy Thrane. As her 
well-received 1999 debut In the 
Drink was a single girl’s study of 
Manhattan’s hip histrionics, here 
she tempers that urban rumpus 
by embracing the practical first- 
person viewpoint of a struggling, 
determined gay man. 

Christensen uses the HBO ver¬ 
sion of contemporary Manhattan, 
recreating a soft-focused, roman¬ 
tic, affably gritty backdrop for her 
troubled players to stomp 
through. She spares us the com¬ 
monplace pageantry of manic 
Wall Street door-slammers, 
squawking cell phones, and whiny 
thirtysomething single gals at the 
mercy of their biological clock¬ 
work. 

When we first meet Jeremy 
Thrane, he’s on an early-morning 
walk of shame from a trick’s 
house in Staten Island. Life could 
be better, but he’s not miserable 
yet. At 35, Jeremy’s an unpub¬ 
lished novelist (his recent work 
was deemed “unpublishable” by 
an agent), and he lives in a Man¬ 
hattan brownstone employed as a 
caretaker/personal assistant for 
Ted Masterson, a closeted action- 
movie star who’s always on loca¬ 
tion, and with whom Jeremy is in 
love. But Ted has recently married 


his “beard,” the glittery Giselle, 
hoping to cement his heterosexu¬ 
al status with the press. The cou¬ 
ple has also adopted a child. Un¬ 
fortunately for Jeremy, the ultra¬ 
paranoid Ted suddenly sees no 
need to keep him on the payroll, 
and their sexual trysts have be¬ 


come too risky. 

Riches to rags 

Dumped, unemployed, and 
now homeless, he takes stock of 
his life while buoyed by his 14- 
year friendship with Max, his 
flighty acquaintance Felicia, and 
his rocker sister Amanda. He tem¬ 
porarily moves into Amanda’s

problems continued into the 70s 
and were compounded by an 
abuse of alcohol.

Most people will find it takes bit 
longer to be drawn into Fraser’s 
life story because the narrative 
structure seems disjointed. How¬ 
ever, as the book progresses, 
Vyner’s medley of voices moves 
the story forward in an effective 
manner. 

Vyner’s biography of Fraser 
provides a rare glimpse into the 
world of ’60s London trendsetters 
when that corner of the globe 
dominated popular culture. The 
romance of the era made people 
think that anything was possible. 
This consciousness was a great 


opportunity for artists and drug 
dealers, as both were sustained by 
the large amounts of money that 
passed through the hands of rock 
stars and their entourages. Robert 
Fraser, the Pied Piper of London’s 
modern art world, held court 
with the rock neophytes as the 
slightly older and wiser “Groovy 
Bob.”

full-frontal beefcake or just the 
enticing blue waters. A 1988 
image of rubber rings floating in a 
pool is a shiny, juicy-fruit geo¬ 
metric abstraction augmented by 
shadows and aqua ripples. Those 
are single-frame images, but the 
apotheosis of his swimming hole 
pictures is the truly stunning Gre¬ 
gory Swimming Los Angeles, March 
31st 1982, a dazzling montage grid 
which features multiple Gregs si¬ 
multaneously dog-paddling, nude 
in Hockney’s famous pool, the 
one with the brushstroke arches 
painted on the bottom. The Cu¬ 
bist notions of movement and 
multiple perspectives are ex¬ 
pressed perfectly in this water bal¬ 
let. It’s easy to imagine the process 
of making the picture, carefully 
shot and pieced together. 

Perhaps it’s my own love of 
poolside encounters, but these 
images linger with me the most, 
even if his Cubist-inspired still- 
life collages and images of quaint 
buildings in France, vista points at 
the Grand Canyon, or a Zen rock 
garden are almost as dazzling. 

The later works in the show, in 
which we see collaged photos of 
Hockney paintings and exhibi¬ 
tions, find the artist’s self-refer¬ 
ences wearing a little thin. Still, 
there are some interesting uses of 
color-laser prints of the British 
countryside, and a giant grid of 
that canyon in Arizona. These traf¬ 
fic in a slightly washed-out palette 
that exists only in the electronic 
realm. These works, however, seem 
less like Hockney than like pho¬ 
tographers — Jack Pierson, for ex¬ 
ample — who may have picked up 
his pleasure-seeking torch. Never¬ 
theless, this highly enjoyable exhi¬ 
bition confirms that Hockney’s fire 
still burns brightly. T

one of Hockney’s?) — all of 
which reveal delectable color and 
composition, as well as an en¬ 
dearing subjectivity. 

He’s unafraid, for example, to 
reveal his wide circle of friends, 
famous and not-so-famous peo¬ 
ple he clearly adores, or at least 
finds amusing. In the show’s 
opening gallery of this mostly 
chronologically-organized show, 
we see images of Hockney pals 
like legendary MoMA curator 
Henry Gelzhalder, longtime com¬ 
panions Christopher Isherwood 
and Don Bachardy, and a number 
of attractive men and women 
who have appeared in many of 
Hockney’s works. This room 
serves as an introduction to 
Hockney’s Warholian celebrity 
milieu. In a nearby gallery, he 
widens his social circle with 
dozens of portraits made from 
video-still composites — an acid- 
colored testament to the artist’s 
interest in consumer printing 
technologies — and shows the 
range of people who pass through 
the artist’s studio. It includes 
everyone from a dorky copy ma¬ 
chine repairman to Lotfi Man- 
souri and Tony Bennett. 

Down in the mouth 

Hockney’s white blonde hair 
and dark round glasses have made 
him a recognizable celebrity over 
the years, but in most of the photo 
works, he’s the man behind the 
camera. His presence, however, is 
made known by his feet and their 
mismatched socks, as pho¬ 
tographed by the artist himself. 
They ground the picture while re¬ 
vealing its perspective. In the play¬ 
ful 1983 piece that depicts a quo¬ 
tidian trip to the dentist’s office, 
we,see the scene from the per¬ 
spective of the exam chair (those 
feet poke out at the bottom). The 


glossy snapshots fan out on a 
matte board, capturing an elderly 
dentist, a bit of the buxom dental 
assistant, various oral imple¬ 
ments, and what might be Hock¬ 
ney prints hanging on the wall 
(barter for a root canal?). The 
image is irresistible, because we’ve 
all had our teeth worked on, and 


it seems the antithesis of an artful 
moment. He works similar magic 
with just as appealing montages 
of Scrabble games and cigarette 
breaks on the balcony.

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Sirk attack 

Douglas Sirk films newly out

D irector Douglas Sirk (1900- 
1987) remains an acquired 
taste, long after other com¬ 
mercial auteurs of the 1950s — 
Sam Fuller and Nicholas Ray 
come to mind — have been en¬ 
shrined. Working in the perenni¬ 
ally maligned “women’s picture” 
genre, he managed to turn some 
unlikely source material — trashy 
novelists like Fannie Hurst, prob¬ 
lematic actors like Rock Hudson, 
and the dubious world view of 
Universal Studios’ queer producer 
Ross Hunter — into hothouse 
Technicolor melodramas with a 
major edge. Sirk did the seeming¬ 
ly impossible in making movies 
that could be enjoyed as both 
straight-on tearjerkers and irony- 
drenched social critiques that at¬ 
tacked the middle-class, middle¬ 
brow America that was both his 
audience and his subject. The Cri¬ 
terion Collection has released two 
of his most highly regarded 
works, All That Heaven Allows 
(1955) and Written on the Wind 
(1956), in pristine DVD transfers 


with plenty of extras, and it’s evi¬ 
dent once again that Sirk is one 
taste well worth acquiring. 

In the 1954 Magnificent Obses¬ 
sion, Sirk made Rock Hudson (30 
at the time) and Jane Wyman (41) 
one of the decade’s most popular 
romantic pairs. A year later, Uni¬ 
versal reteamed this May-Decem¬ 
ber duo for the women’s picture 
All That Heaven Allows. While 
only the most dedicated Sirkians 
have praised Magnificent Obses¬ 
sion, with its eye-straining Tech¬ 
nicolor and religious mumbo- 
jumbo plot, All That Heaven Al¬ 
lows mutes the palette, tightens 
the narrative, and offers a devas¬ 
tating picture of an impossible 
love affair. 

All That Heaven Allows opens 
with a high-angle shot of a stiff, 
pristine New England church 
spire, and the cold, conformist 
values it represents dominate the 
town’s denizens as it does the 
town. We soon meet one of these 
denizens, the widow Carrie (Jane 
Wyman), the unhappy caretaker 
of her expensive home and her 
two teenage brats, Kay (Gloria 
Talbott) and Ned (William 


Beautiful losers 

' Written on the Wind' out on

A ficionados often rank Writ¬ 
ten on the Wind, now re¬ 
leased on DVD, as one of di¬ 
rector Douglas Sirk’s best; and, 
while it hasn’t worn quite as well 
as All That Heaven Allows to these 
jaded eyes, it still packs a punch. 
The film’s use of an almost enam¬ 
eled Technicolor recalls Magnifi¬ 
cent Obsession, but the story is 
much stronger. The artificial 
lighting and crazy color schemes 
for which Sirk was noted are here, 
but again (as in Heaven Allows) 
there’s an emotional intensity, 
carried to operatic extremes, that 
works against the idea that the 
film is merely a florid exercise in 
camp. 

Robert Stack is Kyle, one of 
Sirk’s many beautiful losers. Kyle’s 
a millionaire playboy driven to 
self-destruction by alcohol and 
impotence. His unwanted com¬ 
panion on the road to Hell is his 
sister Marylee (Dorothy Malone), 
who hates him in part because his 
best friend, Mitch Wayne (Rock 
Hudson), pays more attention to 
Kyle than to her. Denied Mitch’s 
affection (he can only see her as a. 
sister), she fucks her way through 
every gas station attendant and 
horny rube in town. 

Enter Lucy Moore (Lauren Ba¬ 
call), a seemingly principled sec¬ 
retary who falls for Kyle rather 
than for his millions. As always in 
such stories, everyone is, or quick¬ 
ly becomes, unhappy. Mitch is in 
love with Lucy but can’t have her; 
Marylee is in love with Mitch but 
can’t have him. Marylee plants the 
idea in her pickled brother’s brain 
that Mitch and Lucy are having an 
affair and that the baby she’s ex¬ 
pecting is Mitch’s. From these pre¬ 
dictable plot threads, aided by a 
snappy script by George Zucker- 
man and fine cinematography by 
Russell Metty, Sirk fashions a 
thrilling tapestry of love and loss. 



Red hot mambo 

Sirk excelled in suggesting 
chaotic psychological states 
through lighting and color, and 
Written on the Wind has many 
such moments. One of his key 
strategies always is to vary the 
light and color values in the 
frame; particularly in moments of 
stress, as when Lucy tries vainly to 
penetrate Kyle’s unhappiness, 
there are dark areas in the frame, 
quite unnatural and out of sync 
with the rest of the image, that 
resonate with menace, as if the 
emotions of those trapped in this 
mise en scene may explode at any 
moment. The explosion does 
occur, most memorably in the riv¬ 
eting set-piece of the death of the 
pathetic Hadley patriarch. Sirk 
charitably credited producer Al¬ 
bert Zugsmith with the idea of 
having Marylee doing a hot 
mambo in a red negligee while 
her father, huffing his way up the 
steps, has a massive heart attack 
and falls to his death. But Sirk de¬ 
serves the praise for this scene’s 
kinetic power as he cuts back and 
forth relentlessly from Marylee’s 
frantic sex dance and the old 
man’s literal rise and fall, beauti¬ 
fully punctuated by a breathless 
dolly shot following Mitch as he 
runs terrified to the steps.

Reynolds). Carrie’s life is subtly 
but rigidly controlled by the ex¬ 
pectations of her children and her 
glacial social set, the moneyed 
classes who pry into everyone 
else’s business because they have 
none of their own.

Her 
best friend, Sara (Agnes Moore- 
head), is perhaps the most quietly 
insidious of the lot, pretending to 
take Carrie’s side while relentless¬ 
ly reminding her of “what people 
will say.” Sara is also handy when 
Carrie foolishly succumbs to these

here, is enormously affecting in 
the wretched wreck role, exposing 
reserves of bitterness and 
masochism one would hardly as¬ 
sociate with this actor. He’s often 
in a kind of cringing stance, 
clutching his bottle and shrinking 
from those around him, seeming 
to fold into himself in palpable 
desperation.

pressures and dumps Kirby after 
their brief and promising affair. 
Sara offers to smooth Carrie’s way 
back into “the fold.” 

All this sounds like the stuff of 
lachrymose romances of the peri¬ 
od, lifted into cinema from the 
“women’s magazines” and pot¬ 
boilers of the day, and it’s no crit¬ 
icism of the film that it can indeed 
be read on that level. But there’s 
more going on, thanks to Sirk’s vi¬ 
sual and emotional manipula¬ 
tions. Much is made in the script 
of the “Egyptian custom of 
walling up the widow alive” after 
the death of the husband, and 
painful scenes of Carrie standing 
by her window, paralyzed by the 
pressures around her, show how 
much she is living this history. 

Such scenes suggest that Sirk 
isn’t so much undermining the 
material as presenting her dilem¬ 
ma unabashedly as the tragedy it 
is. Another motif worth noting is 
the contrast between the Thore- 
au-reading “free” crowd (Kirby 
and his eccentric pals) and the 
embalmed country-club crowd 
Carrie’s constantly forced to so¬ 
cialize with to rehabilitate her wa¬ 
vering bourgeois impulses. A sim¬ 
ple reading would see Kirby’s 
“natural man” and his crowd as a 
straightforward good-evil con¬ 
trast to the others, but Kirby is not 
all that sympathetic. He’s shown 
as extremely dogmatic, inflexible 
in the face of Carrie’s plan to cau¬ 
tiously free herself of her bour¬ 
geois constraints to move in with 
him in an old mill. Indeed, it’s as 


much his intransigence as her in¬ 
ability to relinquish the pleasures 
of a plush, predictable life that 
cause their breakup. Sirk plants 
intriguing doubts about the 
Thoreau crowd, too; in one scene, 
he cuts from a celebration inside 
to a glass rooftop looking down at 
them, with dead leaves blowing 
grimly over the panes. 

All That Heaven Allows is just¬ 
ly celebrated as one of Sirk’s most 
visually arresting films, with a 
gorgeous but suffocating mise en 
scene. Most celebrated in this re¬ 
gard is a shot some commentators 
have called one of cinema’s great¬ 
est, the “entombment” of Carrie 
when she’s reflected in her televi¬ 
sion set. The TV is a gift her chil¬ 
dren insisted on as a balm in her 
lonely widowhood and a dandy 
reinforcement of her chastity. Still 
shockingly strong is the shot 
where the salesman wheels in the 
TV with the words, “life’s parade 
at your fingertips,” while Carrie 
stares in horror at her own image 
trapped in its glass. This is also the 
tidy completion of the “walled-up 
Egyptian wives” motif. 

Sirk was noted for his mon¬ 
strous portraits of children, and 
All That Heaven Allows has two of 
his worst/best: the indecently sexy 
William Reynolds in fine form as 
the nasty enforcer of parental 
chastity and conformity; and Glo¬ 
ria Talbott as the blubbering, self- 
centered daughter who also can’t 
stand to see her mother exhibit a 
sexual impulse (“There’s nothing 
worse than an old goat!”). Despite 
the kids’ best efforts, a dubious 
“happy ending” has the couple 
seemingly back in sync, with a 
deer outside the window thrown 
in to bless their union, though 
there’s little to indicate that Ron 
and Carrie, two people simply in 
love, can survive in the cut-throat 
world the film presents as the 
norm. ▼

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In Plush 
We Thrust’ 

S tuffed animal toys always seemed 
innocent to me until I stumbled 
across plushy sites on the Web. 
Now I won’t be able to look in 
the window of Does Your Mother 
Know? in the Castro without seeing 
cuddly bunnies and furry bears in a 
whole new arousing light. 

Plushies, according to one anony¬ 
mous authority figure at alt.sex. 
plushies (an online Usenet newsgroup 
“for all people who truly love stuffed 
animals, each in their own personal 
way”), are “plushmates: we hug and 
pet them, cuddle and nuzzle them, kiss 
them. Softness, warmth, and closeness 
can bring on arousal, and we just fol¬ 
low our whimseys [sic] from there.” 

The online plushophile communi¬ 
ty defines “plushophilia” as “a person¬ 
al attraction to plushies, which may or 
may not be expressed erotically. In 
general, plushophilia might best be 
thought of as ‘the adult appreciation 
of stuffed animals’.” Jokesters call 
plushophiles “furverts.” 

As with any good online commu¬ 
nity, a whole lexicon of terms has de¬ 
veloped, their arcane nature dictated 
by the peculiar (and completely safe) 
nature of the passion. For instance, 
one is “baptized” the first time they go 
all the way with their plushy lover. 
After that, if your plushy is inclined to 
pose with its legs spread or bum raised 
(or both), it is said to be “begging.”

Drummer contest 
reborn in Seattle

T he image is one you know 
well, because the official flag 
of the City and County of 
San Francisco depicts a Phoenix 
bird rising from the fire that dev¬ 
astated the City in 1906. That 
same image could well apply to 
what happened in Seattle’s Capi¬ 
tol Hill neighborhood last week¬ 
end, as the Northwest Drummer 
region made a splashy rebirth 
into the psyches of that region’s 
leather community after an ab¬ 
sence of almost eight years. 

The contestants for this inau¬ 
gural competition all came from 
the Seattle area, but when word 
gets out about the amazing con¬ 
test and show held last Saturday 
night, August 18, at Neighbors 
nightclub — and it won’t take 
long, because the event was wit¬ 
nessed by a record crowd — the 
leather/SM people of Oregon, 
Idaho, Washington and Alaska 
will no doubt rush to join the 
party next time around. 

A bit of background: In 1994, 
Mark Colter was a contestant in 
the International Drummer Boy 
competition held in San Francis¬ 
co. When all the votes were count¬ 
ed on that occasion, Keith Hunt, 
Mr. Gulf Coast Drummer, won 
the Mister title, and Mark, who 
hails from the Northwest Drum¬ 
mer Region, was chosen the Inter¬ 
national Drummer Boy. Mr. 
Colter is no longer a boy. He’s 
now the successful — and hand¬ 
some — regional sponsor of the 
newly reinstated Northwest 
Drummer Region, and last Satur¬ 
day he managed to pull togeth¬ 
er one of the most astounding 
regional contests of this sea¬ 
son. 

The production, the 
contestants, and the fan¬ 
tasies made me think of 
the early days of the 
Drummer contests, 
when the fantasies 
performed by contes¬ 
tants were truly 
leather kink, SMBD, 
raunch and erotica with panache. 

Three men competed in Seat¬ 
tle — Louis Kahn, Gene Romaine 
and Michael Witte— and two 
boys — Boy Mark Nunley and 
Boy David Prichard). 

I was honored to join the judg¬ 
ing panel with Head Judge Don 
Bastian, Aubrey Hart Sparks, Al¬ 
iena Gabosch, Tony Frazier, Billy 
Lane and Richie Black. Alas, In¬ 
ternational Mr. Drummer Daniel 
Clark could not be present, as he 
was attending the Great Lakes Re¬ 
gional Drummer that same night 
to pass his sash to a successor. 

The contest in Seattle sped 
right along with the skillful em¬ 
ceeing and maneuvering of for¬ 
mer IntT. Mr. Drummer Fraser 
Picard, who gets better and better 
with each outing. His unique 
sense of humor was not lost on 
the enthusiastic audience. An 
emcee’s dreaded task is to 
“stretch” while scheduled action 
onstage is pulled together, and 
Mr. Picard managed to do it with 
aplomb. 

There’s something about the 
flair for showmanship that exists 
only in Seattle. There was no disco 
diva to entertain, or some glam¬ 
orous local pantomime entertain¬ 
er. Instead, one of Seattle’s most 
innovative groups by the name of 
the VisQueens brought down the 


house with their intricate chorus 
line dancing and campy drag out¬ 
fits - each with a full beard and/or 
moustache. It reminded me of 
the Corps de Ballet that 
wrecked audiences in the Men 
Behind Bars shows staged 
in San Francisco long 
ago. 

There were lots of 
raffles and an auction for 
a Violet Wand set that 
actually glows orange 
and a tribute was 
paid to A1 D. Sowers, 
who was once one of 
the Northwest Drummer Men 
and highly respected in Seattle 
and the Northwest as well. 

It was also announced that the 
Pride Foundation had established 
a leather scholarship fund to fur¬ 
ther ease finances for scholars to 
further their education in the 
areas of human sexuality. You’ll be 
hearing a lot more about this 
leather scholarship fund in the fu¬ 
ture, of that, I am sure. 

Yes, it was the return of erotica 
big time with a sensational sus¬ 
pension fantasy, something I’ve 
not seen in a Drummer competi¬ 
tion for over a decade. Boy David 
enlisted the hyper-masculine 
butchness of former Mr. Washing¬ 
ton State Vince Edd to perform a 
fantasy that entailed suspension 
from the ceiling of Neighbors. The 
rope work was swift and the fan¬ 
tasy brought down the house (not 
quite literally). 

Later, this Drummer competi¬ 
tion featured a finale of sorts with 
all the contestants taking part in a 
fantasy that centered around the 
Brad Pitt Fight Club movie. IntT. 
Drummer Boy Richie Black was 
punched around the stage, then 
trussed up and suspended while 
fire play and hot wax were em¬ 
ployed to enhance the whole 
thing. It was Drummer all the 
way in Seattle last Saturday night. 


The whole thing lasted only 
three hours, but everyone wanted 
it to go on forever. No such luck. 

The tally people quickly fin¬ 
ished the scoring and the results: 
Mr. Northwest Drummer 2001 is 
Gene Romaine, and the North¬ 
west Drummer Boy 2001 is Mark 
Nunley. Both are residents of 
Seattle. The first runner-up was 
Mike Witte. Boy David was the 
runner-up in his category. 

The winners received a stand¬ 
ing ovation; scores of cameras 
flashed to record the moment. Ac¬ 
colades were heaped on Mark 
Colter from IMD, Inc., producer 
Mike Zuhl, International Mr. Deaf 
Leather Alan Spo, and other 
members of the audience. 

Yes, Drummer is back on track 
in the Northwest region and it 
couldn’t have happened in a bet¬ 
ter place. 

Flag flap 

Do we really need to have 
drama and trauma over flying a 
flag in the Castro? Does it have to 
happen? The problem is, no one 
really knows who has the author¬ 
ity to say says what goes and what 
does not go on The flagpole in 
Harvey Milk Plaza, home of the 
giant Gay Pride Flag. 

The leather community would 
like to have the Leather Pride Flag 
flying from that pole during 
Leather Pride Week 2001, which 
runs from Sunday, September 23- 
30. Wouldn’t you know, though, 
there are those who oppose this 
action. And so the matter causes 
drama. A giant Leather Pride Flag 
will cost some $1,800 to con¬ 
struct, and a planned benefit to 
raise the money, is in limbo until 
the situation is resolved. It makes 
one wonder how anything gets 
done in this community. One flag, 
one week. I don’t understand why 
it has to be problematic, but there 
it is. Stay tuned. T 
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UUI

won an Oscar for her role and 
certainly deserved it for manag¬ 
ing to make Marylee at once sexy, 
repulsive, and poignant.

tremely wide soundstage, your 
hearing does not risk impairment. 

Alas, Telarc has made two un¬ 
fortunate choices. By setting the 
orchestra way back in an over-re¬ 
verberant soundstage, they great¬ 
ly distance the listener from the 
music, losing vital color and im¬ 
pact. And, in Erich Kunzel, they 
offer a conductor whose dutiful 
execution frequently fails to illu¬ 
minate the music’s poetry. 

Poetry in the 1812, you may 
ask? Yes. Listen instead to the CD 
of the famed 1958 Mercury Living 
Presence analog recording with 
Antal Dorati and assorted Min¬ 
neapolis forces (sans chorus). Do¬ 
rati’s strings sing, touching the 
heart with their memories of 
countless Russians suffering 
under siege; his tempo transitions 
are arresting. The exciting record¬ 
ing, which locates the orchestra 
up-front and direct, further 
heightens the conductor’s 
achievement, enabling the music 
to build to such a peak that the 
stunning gunfire and loud peel of 
bells seems almost inevitable. The 
same can be said of Dorati’s 
Capriccio Italien, also performed 
by Kunzel. 

If you want to terrify the 
neighbor’s dog, show off your 
sound system as though it were 
evidence of sexual potency, and 
take a romp through 
Tchaikovsky’s gayer fare, Telarc’s 
disc will fill the bill. Musically, the 
Mercury outing remains unsur¬ 
passed. T

My Story by Marilyn Monroe, 
Cooper Square Press, $22.95 

I f My Story seems familiar to 
some readers, it’s probably be¬ 
cause this is a reissue of a book 
initially released in 1974. The au¬ 
tobiography is of questionable au¬ 
thenticity. It was allegedly written 
by Monroe with the help of nov¬ 
elist/screenwriter Ben Hecht and 
given to her business partner, Mil- 
ton Greene, in the mid-1950s. At 
that time, Monroe and New York 
photographer Greene were in 
partnership to produce films for 
Monroe. For a few years, Greene 
was her trusted advisor and unin¬ 
dicted co-conspirator. 

It’s impossible to determine 
authenticity in this case, but the 
narrative voice of My Story could 
be Monroe’s. It reflects a seeming¬ 
ly bottomless well of personal in¬ 
securities and low self-esteem. 
There is a certain childlike naivete 
to the author’s observations that 
is also consistent with Monroe’s 
modus operandi during her brief 
36 years on this planet. My Story 
begins with Monroe’s early years 
in orphanages and her mother’s 
chronic mental illness. It recounts 
the insecurities of a child without 
a home or a father, her first mar¬ 
riage, and her slow climb up the

spite all Monroe’s suicide at¬ 
tempts and pathological inability 
to arrive at a party — or a movie 
set — on time, he never saw her 
unhappy in a crowd. 

Actress, icon, myth — Monroe 
remains an eternal mystery, even 
to those who knew her best. My 
Story is simply another piece in a 
puzzle that will never be solved. T 


gj^or those who can’t get 
jp enough of fireworks, Telarc’s 
U new Tchaikovsky recording 
employs every possible digital 
technological advance to show¬ 
case the composer’s pyrotechnic 
1812 Overture, as well as other as¬ 
sorted marches, dances and oper¬ 
atic diversions. Though the inter¬ 
pretations fall short of the mark, 
the recording could blast you so 
far out of your seat that coming 
back to Earth may carry greater 
import than musical values. 

First, some history. 
Tchaikovsky wrote the 1812 to 
celebrate the consecration of the 
Moscow Cathedral of Christ the 
Redeemer, built to commemorate 
the 1812 liberation of the Rus¬ 
sians from Napoleon’s forces. The 
score included, in various ver¬ 
sions, massive strings and brass, 
choirs of children and adults, live 
cannon and peeling bells. While 
the actual premiere took place in a 
concert hall, Telarc recreates the 
experience as though performed 
on a battlefield. 

The label has issued the 
recording in several versions. The 
one auditioned for this review, in 
two-channel stereo, employs 
Sony’s latest DSD (Direct Stream 


Digital) recording technology to 
achieve greater veracity of sound. 
Also available is a hybrid multi¬ 
channel SACD (Super Audio CD), 
playable on all players, which 
promises even greater realism 
when heard through state-of-the- 
art SACD multi-channel players. 
A multi-channel DVD-Audio 
disc, capable of delivering 24 
bit/96 khz sound, is also in the 
works. 

Telarc devotes 5 1/2 pages of 
liner notes to expounding on the 
disc’s sound effects, concluding 
with the warning, “Please don’t 
break anything or hurt yourself 
playing the 1812! Use caution and 
good sense in setting the playback 
volume.” This is sheer hype. While 
the prospect of Civil War-era can¬ 
nons shooting at you from all 
sides may strike you as a curious 
enticement for purchase, rest as¬ 
sured that, at least in the two- 
channel version where the can¬ 
nons merely shoot at you from 
various positions across an ex¬ 


redux 


ladder of success. The 
book stops abruptly in 
the middle of Monroe’s 
account of her 1953 
trip to entertain Amer¬ 
ican troops in Korea 
while honeymooning 
with husband number 
two, Joe DiMaggio. 

The current edition 
opens with a ridicu¬ 
lous new introduc¬ 
tion by author An¬ 
drea Dworkin which 
readers will do well 
to skip. 

My Story is a cu¬ 
riosity, one that 
provokes more 
questions than it 
answers. But one 
passage in particu¬ 
lar attests to au¬ 
thenticity. Monroe 
says, “I knew I be¬ 
longed to the 
Public and to the 
world, not because I was talented 
<5r even beautiful but because I 
had never belonged to anything 
or anyone else. The Public was the 
only family, the only Price 
Charming and the only home I 
had ever dreamed of.” This same 
sentiment is echoed in Arthur 
Miller’s autobiography, 

Timebends. Writing many years 
after the first release of My Story, 
Miller recounts the fact that, de¬
